He said he 
was willing to grant the Commonwealth 
a continuance until the first of the 
week and that In the meantime the de¬ 
fense w’ould secure the attendance of 
the witnesses for the prosecution as 
well as the other attorneys engaged In 
the prosecution. 

In reply to this statement the repre¬ 
sentative of the Commonw ealth thanked 
Mr. Young for his generosity, but said 
he believed matter* could be arranged 
satisfactorily for the prosecution without 
the aid of the defense, as he felt they 
would have enough to do to look after 
their own interests without offering 


Judge Daugherty said he felt a con¬ 
tinuance should be granted In view of 
the position the Commonwealth's At¬ 
torney was placed In and suggested an¬ 
other conference between opposing 
counsel to see If they could agree upon 
a date. After a few* fiilnutes the at¬ 
torneys reported that July 9 was ac¬ 
ceptable to both sides, and Judge 
Daugherty entered an order to that ef¬ 
fect. The defense has secured the 
services of John Gray, and It is likely 
that J. B. Hanna will also be engaged 
to assist In 'the defense, as the Demo¬ 
cratic primary, In w*hich Hanna is a 
candidate for the Circuit Judge nomi¬ 
nation, will have been held before the 
date orf the trials.

Fairbanks Thanks Execu¬ 
tive For Address. 


Fallowing the selection of the Bpeclal 
Judge and the naming of the date of 
the trial*. Commonwealth's Attorney 
Waugh *ald to the Courier-Journal 
correspondent that he could not under¬ 
stand how the rumor became circu¬ 
lated that he would not prosecute the 
Hargises.

He said further that Attorneys Byrd 
and Jouett would be found ready to 
assist in the prosecution at the proper 
time, fund that the reason Jh^y were 
not here at this time was /cause he 
notified them that It would be Impossi¬ 
ble to try the cases at this term of 

court and advised thorn not to come. 

• • • 

No Partiality For Hargis. 

He said he regarded Jim Hargis as 
no more than any other man charged 
with the crime and would bo no 
more lenient with him and his 
brothers than he would be with the 
lowest criminal arraigned at the bar 
for prosecution. Following the term of 
court at Grayson Mr. Waugh said he 
would confer with Byrd and Jouett 
and get a line on the testimony In their 
possession and map out a plan to be 
follow*ed by the prosecution during the 
trial*. He will also make ft a point to 
talk with the principal witnesses and 
learn from them the nature of the tes¬ 
timony to be Introduced, and when the 
trials are called In July he will be 
ready to proceed. 

Mr. Waugh Is regarded by the people 
of Elliott county and throughout the 
district composed of Elliott, Morgan, 
Laiwrence and Carter counties as the 
most able and vigorous prosecutor In 
Northeastern Kentucky, and It Is pre¬ 
dicted by many that the hardest fight 
yet made against tho Hargises Is In 
store for 'them In Elliott county. Im¬ 
mediately after the adjournment of 
court preparations were made by the 
defendants and attorneys for a quick 
get-away. 

Judge Hargis and his brothers and 
John Abner left this afternoon for 
Jackson, going through the country by 
way of West Liberty and Cannel City, 
at which point they will connect with 
the O. and K. railroad for the Breath¬ 
itt county capital. Early to-morrow- 
morning Operator Berry will remove 
the telegraph Instruments and return 
to his home In Lexington, ahd Sandy 
Hook will once more resume its old- 
fashioned way which predominated be¬ 
fore Judge "Bill” Carnes made It fa¬ 
mous.

TRAGEDY IN LEXINGTON. 


Lexington, Ky.. May 30.—{Special.}— 
Mis* Lillian Carter, eighteen year* old, 
accidentally shot herself thw evening, 
th© bullet entering the right temple 
and causing instant death. The acci¬ 
dent occurred at the home of the young 
men, who lives with her mother, 
Mrs. J. W. Carter, and her older slater, 
on the northeast corner of Sixth and 
Ohio streets. 

As the three women live aldne In the 
house they kept a email 32-caliber pis¬ 
tol for protection. This evening about 
8 o'clock the mother and two alters 
were fritting together at the front door 
when Wise Lillian arose and went Into 
tho parlor, complaining of being too 
cool out of doors. A few moments hater 
the mother ond sister heard a pistol 
shot, and. ruahing Into the parlor, 
found Miss Lillian stretched upon the 
floor, already lifeless, with a gaping 
wound In her right temple and a smok¬ 
ing revolver lying by her side. 

The shriek* of the horrified women 
soon brought assistance, but too late 
to render add. as death had evidently 
been instantaneous. The pistol was 
Identified as one kept about the houee 
and It 1* supposed that the girl had 
picked It up for some purpose and that 
In some Inexplicable way It had been 
discharged. There was some Intima¬ 
tion of suicide, but ils the young w-onv- 
an had been in her usual cheerful spir¬ 
it* all day and was not known to have 
love affair or other basis for de¬ 
spondency her family ure sure the 
shooting was purely accidental. 

The Carter family come to Lexington 
about three years ago from CyrfthJano, 
■w'here the husband and father, who hod 
been a race horse trainer, had died. 
They were poor and mother and 
daughters supported themselves by va¬ 
rious forms of labor, but had no regu¬ 
lar employment.

May 30.—The five- 
year-old son of Kate Kartinelll fell out 
of a car window of an Illinois Central 
limited west-bour.d train running at 
fifty miles an hour last night between 
Peosta and Epworth while his mother 
was asleep. The child was found walk. 
Ing on the tracks at 6 o’clock this 
morning by the train crew of an east- 
bound train. Except for a slight cut 
on the face the boy was unhurt.

He Bidd of the two *y*rt©m© of taxa¬ 
tion, direct and indirect, the direct pla« 
la by far the safest. He favor el strong¬ 
ly an income tax. The speaker dis¬ 
cussed Federal onvneca'hLp of railroads, 
but said that after all he wxmdered if 
more was not to be guinurl for the peo¬ 
ple by discussing ar.d fight ting the cor¬ 
poral! one. Continuing, Mr. Bryan said; 

What Is the effect of our new rut© law 
which was so hard to get? There are two 
effects so far. One is. It stopped rebate©; 
that Is good, but what was the pecuniary 
effect? Why, th© railroads keep th© 
money they paid to th© favored shippers; 
that Is. the railroads get more money 
out of this. 

What was th© other effect? It stopped 
passes. What did thut do? It gave to the 
railroads the money that the fellows used 
to save that rode om passes. 

Bo fur we have Increased the revenur* 
of the roads, and that Is all that the law 
has don© ao far: and when the various 
States said: "Well, now, having given 
you th!« advantage by stopping rebate* 
and passes, we will reduce pusetinger rate© 
and make you dlvld© with th© people," 
and in some of the Stales they have re¬ 
duced the passenger rate*; th© railroads in 
some caaes ore so ungrateful for what has 
been given them that they go Into court 
and try to k«*ip the people from having 
the benefit of th© two-cent rat© law.

BELIEVED TO BE MAN WHO 
KILLED NEWTON VEAL. 


HOT BATTLE MAY BE FOUGHT. 


Lexington. Ky.. May 30.—[Special.]— 
Information was received here to-nlghl 
thiti a posse of Stanford officer* caught 
a glimpse to-day of Robert Ilocker, the 
negro who murdered Newton Veal, a 
prominent young farmer of this ootinty, 
several weeks ngo. In the cliffft of Dlx 
river, about five mile* from Stanford, 
and after a hot chiuse all day are still 
on hi* trail to-night and hope to catch 
him before morning. 

A poese ha« gone from IH nvllle this 
evening to Join the pursuer* with a 
couple of bloodhound*, and Cn.pt. MI1- 
11 kin left her to-night for the scene of 
the chase with his famous bloodhound 
Nick Carter. The pursuit is being 
cbnduoted to-night with lantern* and 
torches and the party are proceeding 
cautiously, as the negro 1* armed with 
two pistol* and a rihotgun and has 
sworn he will not be token alive. 

Several day© ago ft was learned that 
the negro was hiding in the cliffs of 
Dix river, and officer© have been 
searching for him. Soon after daylight 
this morning a party headed by Police¬ 
man Luther Herron, of Stanford, 
caught a gllmp*© of the fugitive on 
Hanging Fork, hut the stream was be- 
twwn them and by the time the offi¬ 
cers got across the negro had disap¬ 
peared. Late till* evening, a* dark¬ 
ness wn* sotting In, Herrcm and hi* 
party learned that Hooker was at the 
cabin of Ramsey Nelson, colored, near 
whore he was seen In the morning, and 
they surrounded the place, hut the fu¬ 
gitive slipped away* in the darkness. 
Torehe* wore secured and bloodhounds 
sent for and the chsise, which will con¬ 
tinue all night unless Hooker Is caught 
or killed, was r^wed.

Well, 
w© have not reached that question, but 
w© have reached the question of our rail¬ 
road management, and I have sometimes 
felt tempted to suggest that the man 
who spends his time talking about the 
Government ownership of railroads could 
better *j»end his time In protecting the 
masses from the greed of corporations of 
to-day. 

Bryaji expressed his appreciation 
of the kind thlugB that had bean said 
about him Ip his introduction and said 
he was proud to be the son of a Vir¬ 
ginian.

hillside, where thousand* gathered to 
pay tribute to the heroes asleep be¬ 
neath the sod.

fairyland of trees and fbawers. Union 
and Confederate veteran* who upheld 
their convlotions on the battlefield so 
long ago. and widows, children amd 
gnurichifato n of the Immortal band of 
horoes who gave thedr live* to the 
cause, stood with uncovered h*tade on 
nature's green velvet carpet and lis¬ 
tened reverently to prayer and eulogy 
for the departed. They absorbed, too, 
the thought advanced by the Rev. Dr. 
Horace G. Ogden In hLs oration theft 
They ware &J3 Americans, and as audh 
were bound by a common tie that bb- 
llter&ted past difference©. “Th© word 
'Anrerica' makes you one," he* said.

First Regiment Participates. 


For the first time in the history of 
tiie Mamonkti day cx-: raises, the Louis¬ 
ville Legion, beaded by Ool. W B. 
Hnddenran, particLpoitetl to the oere- 
Tnonie© of the day. The regiment 
marched from the armory to the en¬ 
trance of the cemetery, where it met 
the va riorum G. A. R. enm/ps and escort¬ 
ed thorn to the graves of their dead.

The rostrum In which the exercises 
were held Immediately faces the hill¬ 
side which Shelters the graves of the 
Union soldiers, and on the green sward 
surrounding It were the thousands who 
had come to pay tribute to the memory 
of those who gave up their lives for 
principle and honor.

Lessons of the Civil Wap. 


D<r. Ogden in ills tutoress dwelt espe¬ 
cially upon the loewop taught by the 
Civil Wbir in Chat It 'brought out the 
inherent force ajwl deep potency of the 
common men. Prior to the war. he 
said, there were burl few men on cither 
3 l 4 e who knew anything about war, 
and who had hitherto displayed* but 
arntull leadership ability. The conflict 
hid developed great leaders and ma.*- 
tors from the ranks of the common 
people, oil of which showed the lateint 
power and potency which needed buit a 
spark to kindle into a flame of pur¬ 
pose and earnestness. 

Dr. Ogden said in part: 

• • • 

Differences Obliterated. 

Dr. Ogden -spoke in part as follows: 

‘*1 am gratified beyond measure to have 
the privilege of speaking before this great 
company because 1 am of Southern blood. 
My father was a Virginian hf the Bhena- 
doah Valley, my maternal grandfather. 
Carter, a North Carolinian, my grand¬ 
mother Ib a native of Fleming county. 
Kentucky. For conscience's sake, my 
father went to Indiana, where I was bom 
and reared, so that I am of the North ana 
West I wa* educated in Massachusetts, 
which Is Tankeedoxn of Yankee, but I am 
bigger than North or South or East, for 
I am all of them. I glory In the fact that 
1 am that cosmopolitan—the proudest title 
of them all—I am an American, and every 
man who stood for that flag should unite 
with me In the sentiment, for It was tb»* 
Union for which they fought—the Union 
that means America, and we are there¬ 
fore all one and the bond Is Indissoluble. 

“I am proud to speak here to-day be¬ 
cause to-day. for the first time, this gal¬ 
lant gentlemnn. Col. Holdemnn. who was 
uj*on the other side In the heated strife °* 
the '60’s, brings his superb Louisville Le¬ 
gion to honor the memory of these fallen 
heroes, whose graves we are here assem¬ 
bled to decorate.

And then, for my last point, war led 
men to understand what patriotism really 
Is. What Is patriotism? You will say 
love of country, but it Is moro than a sen¬ 
timent. It Is moro than that which 
speaks boldly of tho glories of our country 
on such a day as this or on a Fourth of 
July. It Is a conviction of the heart that 
makes flesh and blood our country's prin¬ 
ciples. Patriotism Is nothing apart from 
the patriot that incarnates It in the warm 
flesh and blood of personal Integrity. 
The patriot lives bravely in war and 
bravely In peace, la honorable In war und 
ho Is honorable In peace. Ho Is hlgh-mlnd 
ed. self-sacrificing, gallant, sober, stronu 
ous in war and the same qualities are his 
In the days of peace. The battle must often 
now be settled by the ballot, by the con 
firmed opposition to wrong of every na 
ture. even to tho overthrow of city halls. 

The patriot stands for civic righteous¬ 
ness, for the clean baJlot and the fair 
count, for the enforcement of law and 
the thrusting out of gongs. But I must 
not run Into politics, so 1 will only Insist 
that we stand for civic righteousness.

Victories of Patriotism. 


Such splendid editorials as that which 
Mr. Watterson wrote for his paper to¬ 
day is a distinct indication that I do not 
speak in vain when I say we are getting 
together. We are learning to emphasise 
the things which were and are ours in 
common, the suffering In the wartime and 
the struggles to be truly free In the times 
of peace. We can afford to stress our 
common heritage of the greatest courage 
and the most gallant combating that hu¬ 
man history ha* ever known. As for my 
single self. I have dedicated myself to 
helping on the real union as of brother 
and brother ever since a day some years 
ago when on the reviewing stand In St.

Some lessons have been bequeathed to 
us. my fellows of the younger genera¬ 
tions. and we are unwortny of the Wood 
than flows In our veins If we do not live 
to make perpetual this holy heritage 
bought by these heroes who sleep beneath 
our feet at suoh tremendous cost. 

The war demonstrated on both sides the. 
Inherent worth of the common man. Nev¬ 
er before did each man stand for himself 
and count as ono as then. He began first 
to count as one—no more than one and 
no less than one, for It is as wrong to 
be less than one as to seize the privileges 
of more than one. 

When tho tocsin, of wnr sounds lead¬ 
ers for war were scarce on both sides, but 
from every calling In Ufe came leadership 
an dobscuro men became heads of com¬ 
panies and of regiments and even of bri¬ 
gades. Tho deep potency of tho common, 
people was demonstrated beyond shadow 
of doubt. To woman, too. must come her 
mee<lof praise, f<jr she suffered more from 
the ravage* of wnr than did her 11 ego 
lord. To us of to-day has been handed 
down this treasure of a common ma.ii as 
ootnpotent and worthy and we must never 
fail to Insist that one shall stand for one 
—no more, no less. 

Another lesson hns been taught, and 
that Is that God Is on the side of those 
who strive to be truly free. I emphasize 


The vlstory for true patriotism Is nl 
ready assured. Sometimes it oomes 
through the stern arbitrament of the 
pwor^ and sometimes through the do 
eisions of the Court of Appeals. In the 
late Russian-Japanese War the invest¬ 
ment of Port Arthur depended upon the 
seizure of 203 Meter Hill.

AN “UNBLEMISHED RECORD.” 


St. Louis, May 30.—Beforo an audi¬ 
ence of mltters from all part* of the 
country attending tho mass conv<sntion 
of tho Milter** National Federation, and 
marking tho largest gathering of mill¬ 
ers ever held In this Country, Scere- 
tury of War Taft this afternoon made 
an address at the Odeon on the topic, 
’’Recent Instances of National Altru¬ 
ism." 

In beginning his add rose Mr. Taft 
reviewed at length the history of Cuba. 
Porto Rico and the Philippines during 
the past nine years. In summing up 
he said: 

In tho fiscal year 1896, the last normal 
year of Spanish occupation, the import* 
into the United States from Cuba wero 
$52,000,000; from Porto Rico, $3,000,000, and 
from the Philippine Islands, $5,000,000. In 
the fiscal year 11KKJ, the Import* into the 
United States from Cuba were $86,000,000; 
from Porto Ric<\ $18,000,000, and from the 
Philippine Island*. $ULOOO.OOU The exports 
from the United State* into Cuba 
In tho fiscal year 1SI»5 wero $13,- 
500.000; to Porto Rico, $3,000, UX) and 
to tho Philippine Islands, $120,000. 
For the fiscal year 1906 the export* from 
the United States into Cuba were about 
$48,000,000; Into Porto Rico. $19,0>V.OOO, and 
ttuto the Philippine Islands, $5,E00.\tA). Thi* 
show* a very considerable increasy in the 
Cuban trade, a proportionate IncrWse in 
the Porto Rican trade, but a smaller in¬ 
crease, though a considerable one, in the 
Philippine trade. In other words, the to¬ 
tal trade with Cuba has Increased from 
$66,000,000 to $130,000,000; with Porto Rico, 
from $6,000,000 to $38,000,000 and with the 
Philippine Islands from $5,000,000 to $18,- 
000,000, or a total Increase In business done 
with these three islands of $110,000,000. 
While this shows a considerable increase, 
ther profit therefrom 1* by no mean* equal 
to the great outlay I have set forth. 1 
am sure that if the some liberal policy 
Is continued and If the Philippine Tariff 
BUI of the loat session is put into effect 
in the course of the next two or three 
years, that a decade, or certainly twenty- 
five year*, will show an increase In busi¬ 
ness that will be mrre commensurate with 
the exj>enddture. But that Increase will 
occut only If we continue tho same al¬ 
truistic spirit In dealing with these Is¬ 
lands. and give them every opportunity 
and aid to expand their own business and 
increase their own prosperous condition. 
In the meantime, and down to the present 
date, the outgo for the benefit of these 
Uhinds ha* been enormous, while the in¬ 
come received by tho people of the Unit¬ 
ed States from them has been compara¬ 
tively small.

The Question of Gratitude. 


If, then* we have not had material 
recompense, have wo had It in the con¬ 
tinuing gratitude of the peoplo whom w* 
have aided? There have been many ex¬ 
pression* at various time* snowing that 
at such times a feeling of gratitude ex¬ 
isted, but he who would measure his al¬ 
truism by the good will and sincere 
thankfulness of tho*e whom he aids, will 
not persist In good works. There arc 
many reasons why we need not expect a 
continued feeling of gratitude from the 
peoples wo have benefited. It la Impos¬ 
sible always to secure American officiate 
who are properly Imblied with the spirit 
of sympathy for the native* that Is es¬ 
sential to prevent race friction. We strive, 
of course, to go a* little counter to tho 
customs of the j>eopte ns possible, but 
to secure needed reform* It 1* necessary 
somotlmea to enforce laws that are not 
popular. Thus, sanitary regulations need¬ 
ed to secure good health* are lrksomo to 
such a people. They do not see the uso 
of such severity. Again, to carry on a 

G overnment we must employ many 
merlcons In the service, and we must, in 
order to oooure them, pay them at a 
higher rate thaji the natives. Offices are 
much sought after bv the natives, and 
tho greater pay and discrimination ir 
favor of the Americans are sure to fin 
gender dissatisfaction. We have tried to 
substitute native* for Americans a* rap¬ 
idly a* possible, l>ut we must retain some 
Americans for guidance. Then tho na¬ 
tive newspapers avail themselves of tho 
frcfcdom or tho press, and abuse the 
privilege by every kind of unfair statement 
to stir up native prejudice against the 
Government, and so against the Amor 
icAns. This is not decreased by the hoe 
tile attitude of unthinking nnd unpa 
triotlc American business men against 
the natives. Finally, the character of the 
benefits we have conferred on these Span 
lsh-speaklng peoples is such ss necessarily 
to imply our sense of greater capacity 
for self-government and our belief that 
we represent a higher civilization. This 
In Itself soon rankles in the bosom of 
the native and dries up the flower of 
gratitude. It is natural that it should he 
so. We cannot help it. It Is Inseparable 
from the task we undertake. Our reward 
must be in the pleasure of pushing tbe 
cause of civilization and In Increasing 
the opportunity for progress to those less 
fortunate than ourselves In tbeir environ¬ 
ment. and not In their gratitude.

Indianapolis, lnd„ May 30,—The 
momrment to Gen. Lawton which 
was unveiled to-day. Is the re¬ 
sult of the work of the Lawton Monu¬ 
ment Commission, formed In 1900 soon 
after the death of Gen. Lawton in the 
Philippines.

Daniel Chester French, of New York, 
was selected to have charge of the cre- 
utlomof the stntue. The work was douc 
partly by an American student, Andrew 
O’Conner, who acted as Mr. French's 
assistant. 

The monument stands on the grounds 
of the Marlon-county courthouse, at 
Washington and Delaware streets, fac¬ 
ing southwest.

Modeled In New York, the 
statue was taken to Paris and cast in 
bronze by the Clre-Pcrdue (lost wax) 
method, which has given the bronze a 
beautiful tone and surface. 

The figure was exhibited in the Salon 
In 1906 and received the Jury's award of 
a second medal, granted only once be¬ 
fore to an American sculptor.

Progressive Action. 

We best servo the interests of the hon¬ 
est railway men when we announce that, 
we will follow out precisely this oo-urs \ 
It is the course of real, of ultimate con¬ 
servatism. There will be no halt in the 
forward movement tow sard a full devel¬ 
opment of this policy; and those who wbrh 
us to take a step backward or to stand 
still. If their wishes were realized, would 
find that they had Invited an outbreak 
of the very radicalism they fear. 

There must be prograsglvo togtototlvo 
and admintetratJve action for the correc¬ 
tion of the evils which every sincere man 
must admit to have existed In railroad 
management in the part 

Such additional legTalatlon as that for 
which I have n*ked Iji the past, and es¬ 
pecially that for which I asked In my 
message at the opening of the last session 
of Congress, is not merely In the interest 
of the public, but most emphatically in 
the Interest of every honest railway man¬ 
ager and of nil Investors or would-be In¬ 
vestors In railway securities. 

There must be vested In the Federal 
Government a full power of supervision 
and control over the railways doing inter¬ 
state business; a power In many respects 
analogous to and ns complete as that the 
Government exercises over the national 
banks. It must possess the power to ex¬ 
ercise supervision over the future issu¬ 
ance of stocks arid bonds, either through 
a national incorporation (which I should 
prefer) or In some similar fashion, such 
supervision to include the frank publicity 
of everything which would-be Investors 
and the public at large have a right to 
know. The Federal Government will thus 
be able to prevent ail overcapitalization 
in the future; to prevent any man here¬ 
after from plundering others by loading 
railway properties with obligations and 
pocketing the money Instead of spending 
ft In Improvements and in legitimate cor¬ 
porate purposes; and any man acting in 
such fushlon should bo held to a criminal 
accountability. 

It should bo declared contrary to pub¬ 
lic policy henceforth to allow railroads to 
devote their capital to anything but the 
transportation business, certainly not to 
the hazards of speculation. For the very 
reason that we desire to favor the honest 
railroad manager, we should seek to dis¬ 
courage the activities of tho man whose 
only concern with railroads is to manipu¬ 
late their stocks. 

The business of railroad organization 
and management should bo kept entirely 
distinct from investment or brokerage 
business, especially of the specuiattve 
type, and tho credit and property of tho 
corporation should be devoted to the ex¬ 
tension and betterment of Us railroads, 
and to the development of the country 
naturally tributary to tb© lines. These 
principles* are fundamental. 

Railroads should not be prohibited from 
acquiring connecting lines, by acquiring 
stocks, bonds, or other securities or such 
lines; but It Is already well settled as con¬ 
trary to public policy to allow railroads to 
acquire control over parallel and compe¬ 
ting lines of transportation. Subject *o 
first giving to the Government the power 
of supervision and control which l have 
advocated above, the law should l>e 
amended so that railroads may be per¬ 
mitted and encouraged to make traffic 
agreements when the*.' are In the interest 
of the general public as well as of tho 
railroAd corporations making them 

Th©*© agreements should, of course, he 
made public In the minutest detail, and 
should be .subject to securing the previ¬ 
ous assent of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

• • • 

Movement Not Temporary. 


The movement to regulate railways by 
law has come to stay. The people of 
this country have made up their minds— 
and wisely made up their minds—to exer¬ 
cise a closer control over all kinds of 
public - service corporations. Including 
railways. Every honestly managed rail¬ 
way will gain and not lose by the 
policy. 

The men more anxious to manipulate 
stocks than to make the management of 
their roads efficient and honest are tho 
only ones who have cause to oppose It. 

We who believe In steady and healthy 
progress stand unalterably for the new 
era of the widest publicity, and of ful? 
dealing on the part of railroads with 
stockholders, passengers and shippers. 
Wo usk the consent of no man in cur¬ 
rying out thto policy; but we gladly wel¬ 
come the aid of ©very man In perfect¬ 
ing the law in Its details, and in securing 
Its enactment and the futthful observ¬ 
ance of its wise provisions. 

We seek nothing revolutionary. We ask 
for such laws as in their essence now 
obtain in the staid old Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts; such laws us now ubtRlri 
In England. Tlve purple of those of us 
who ho resolutely believe in the now pol¬ 
icy. In Its thorough carrying out and In 
Its progressive development, is In no sens.? 
punitive or vindictive. 

We would be the first to proteft 
again** any form of confiscation of 
property, and whether we protested or not. 
1 may add that the Supreme Court could* 
be trusted in any event to sec that there 
should be nothing done under the guise 
of regulating roads to destroy propert> 
without Just compensation or without 
due process of law*. 

As a matter of course, we shall punish 
any criminal whom we can convict un¬ 
der the law*; but we have no intention 
of confounding the Innocent many anc 
the guilty few by any Ill-Judged anc 
sw*eeplng scheme of vengeance. Our aln 
is primarily to prevent these abuses I- 
the future. 

Wherever evil doers can be, they shal 
be ^brought to Justice; and no criminal, 
high or low. whom we can reach wl.l 
receive Immunity. But the rights of In¬ 
nocent investors should not be Jeoparded 
by legislation or executive action; wo 
sanction no legislation which would fall 
heavily on them. Instead of on the orig- 
InaJ wrongdoers or beneficiaries of the 
wrong

To-day I wish to any a word to you 
felbout the first and most Important fea¬ 
ture of this task, the control of tho com¬ 
mon carriers doing an interstate busl- 
trm' & control absolutely vented in the 
motion, while in ao fur um Hie common oar- 
*4era also transport the malte it Is in 
WDV orrfnlon probably, that whether tholr 
SwlrS" lTor l* not lnKTrfnti- It It. to t!» 
anme extent subject to Federal confr 4, 
•under that clause of the Constitution 
mintln* to the National Government 
Sower to establish P<>»* r«s»ds and then- 
&re by necessary Implication power to 
take all action necessary in order to keep 
them at the highest point of efficiency. 

Every Federal law* dealing with cor¬ 
poration* or with railroads that hu* been 
Sut upon the statute books during the last 
six years has b^n a step In advance in 
the right direction. All action taken by 
the Administration under these and tlio 
pre-existtng laws has been Just and prv*p- 

Everv suit undertaken during tluut pe¬ 
riod has be**n a suit not merely warrant ml, 
but required by the facts; a suit in tho 
Interest of tho people hs a whole, and. 
In the long run. particularly in tho In- 
tere*: of stockholders as well .is In the 
Inters <»f business men of proas-rty g*n- 
erally. There can be no swerving from 
tlve course that has thus been mapped out 
In the legislation actually enacted and In 


There must be no such rigid laws ns 
will prevent the development of tho 
country, and such development can only 
be had If Investors ore offered an ample 
reward for the risk they take We would 
be the first to oppose any unreasonable 
restrictions being placed upon the Issu¬ 
ance of stocks and bonds, for such would 
simply hamper the growth of the United 
States; for a railroad must ultimately 
stand on its credit. 

But this does not prevent our demand¬ 
ing that there be lodged In the Govern¬ 
ment power to exercise a jealous car© 
against the Inflation of securities, and 
all the evils that come In Its train. The 
man who builds a great railway and 
thoae who invest In It render a great 
public service; for adequate transporta¬ 
tion facilities are a vital necessity to 
the country. 

Wo favor full and ample rat urn to 
such men; but we do not favor a i*ollcy 
of exploiting the many for the benefit of 
the few. we favor the railway man 
who fipemtoa his railway upon a 
straightforward and open buulnras basis, 
from the standpoint of permanent Invest¬ 
ment. and who has an Interest In Its fu¬ 
ture; we are against only the man who 
cares nothing for the property after hls 
speculative deal In Its securities lias been 

CJOHCd. 

We favor the railway manager who 
keeps In close touch with the people 
along hla line rather than In close touch 
with tho speculative market; who opt - 
rates hls line with a view to the advan¬ 
tage he can legitimately get out of hls 
railway os a permanent investment by 
giving a fair return to the stockholders 
and to the public good service with rea¬ 
sonable rates; who does not operate hls 
road with a view to the temporary spec¬ 
ulative advantage which will follow cap¬ 
italizing an uncertain future and unload¬ 
ing the securities on the public. 

We wish to make it to the interest of 
tho investor to put hl« money Into the 
honest development of the railroads, and 
therefore w© wish to dl»<‘rlmlnat© against 


the man who, while enriching himself, 
lays upon the futiure owners and patrons 
of the road. and. above all. upon the 
honest men whose duty :t may become 
to operate the road, u burden of addi¬ 
tional debt without adding corresponding¬ 
ly to its actual worth. 

Much Is said about the Inability of 
railway presidents to agree among them¬ 
selves as to what policy should be ad¬ 
vocated and what plans followed in the 
effort to work out’the problems which 
now present themselves. In so far as 
the law is concerned, all I ask of them 
is a willingness to comply fully with Its 
spirit, and a readiness to move along the 
lines Indicated by those who are charged 
with administering It. Our policy Is built 
upon *‘Xp©r1©nc©. and our primary pur¬ 
pose is to insure the future against the 
mistakes and delinquencies of tho past. 

There ha* been much wild talk ns to 
the extent of the overeopJtallzntton of our 
railroads The census reports on the com¬ 
mercial value of the railroad* of the coun¬ 
try. together with the report* mnd© to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission by 
the railroads on their oost of construc¬ 
tion. tend to show that aa a whole the 
railroad property of the country is worth 
a* much as the securities representsg 1U 
and Hint In the consensus of opinion of 
Investors the total value of stock ana 
lK>nd« Is greater than their fatal face 
value, notwithstanding the “water' that 
has been injected In particular places. 

The huge value of termlnaJs. the im¬ 
mense expenditures in recent years In 
double tracking, improving grades, road¬ 
beds. and structures, have brought tne 
total Investment* to a point where the 
opinion that the real value Is greater than 
the face value Is probably 
general statement such as this can be ac¬ 
cepted n* having more than a general val¬ 
ue; there are mAny exceptions: but the 
evidence seems ample that the great mass 
of our railroad securities r»t upon safe 
and solid foundations; It they fail in any 
degree to command complete public con¬ 
fidence. It 1* because Isolated Instances of 
unconscionable stock-watering and kin¬ 
dred offense* arouse suspicion, which nat- 
uraly extends to all other corporate se¬ 
curities bo long as similar practices are 
possible and the tendency to resort to 
them Is unrestrained by law.

Stock Inflation. 


WhUe there have been many instances 
of gro*s and flagrant stock Inflation, and 
while, of course, there remain cases of 
overcapitalization, yet when the statistics 
of the weaker roads, the overcapitalized 
roads, are combined with those of the 
stranger roads, and considered in the ag¬ 
gregate. In my Judgment they will not be 
round to Impair the wholesome financial 
standing and position of the railroads as 
a whole; and while those railway owners 
and managers who have enriched them¬ 
selves by loading their properties with 
securities representing llttlo or no real 
value deserve our strongest condemnation, 
on the other hand our hearty commenda¬ 
tion Is due those owners and managers— 
representing. I believe, the large majority 
—who have year after year worked faith¬ 
fully. patiently, and honestly In building 
up our great system of railways, which 
have knitted together In close commercial 
and social intercourse widely removed 
sections of the country and stand second 
only to the great business of agriculture 
itself In contribution to national growth 
and development. 

Ample provision should be made by 
Congress to enable the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission, by the employment 
of a sufficient force of experts, to under¬ 
take the physical valuation of each and 
any road In the country, whenever and so 
soon as In the opinion of the commission 
such a valuation of any road would be of 
value to tho commission in its work 
There are undoubtedly some roads as to 
which It would be an advantage, from 
the standpoint of the business of the com¬ 
mission. to ha\ e such a physical valuation 
as soon ns possible. 

At the outset tot it be understood that 
physical valuation is no panacea; it is no 
sutflolent measurement of a rate; but >t 
will be ultimately needed as an essential 
Instrument In administrative supervision 
It will be of use to the Commission In 
connection with the duty of determining 
the re.us.mablem.ws of future capitaliza¬ 
tion, both aa one element to enable such 
a body to come to a right conclusion In 
the matter, and also a* an element to bo 
placed before the Investing public, to .en¬ 
able th4* public In Us turn to reuen a 
conclusion: though, of course, cupluil»aA. 
tlon must be determined tn large meaeuie 
by future needs rather than by past in¬ 
vestment. ... 

How Important physical valuation will 
prove ue one of the factors to asa at lr. 
fixing equitable rates 1 am not able to 
Judge, but that It will be of a certain 
importance can be safely assumed be¬ 
cause of the opinions of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission snd of the courts, 
and because of the recent action of the 
Northern Pacific railroad in advancing 
such a physical valuation as decisive &n 
its eide In « rate controversy. 

Such a valuation would necessarily h*»p 
to protect the railroads against the mak¬ 
ing of inadequate and unjueirates. ®nj 
would therefore be a« important from 
the standpoint of the protection of the 
railroads ns from the hta**dpoint of the 
protection of the public, and. of 
ft is necessary to the enduring prosperity 
and development of the country that rn© 
railroads snail yield reasonable pro.its to 
investor*. % # # 

Not Retroactive. 


claimed that such effort would ruin roads 
already built and prevent building more. 
But Iowa proceeded with the risk, ajid it 
resuKod, not In r^uin and stagnation, but 
In lncr«M*ed safety and profit to the hon¬ 
est Investor. Instead of putting roads 
Into the hands of receivers. It was fol¬ 
lowed by a prosperity that rescued many 
of them from receiverships. 

No State, of course, can do for the rail¬ 
ways what the Nutlonal Government has 
already done for the bunks, uod that Gov¬ 
ernment should do something analogous 
for the railways. National bank stocks are 
bought and sold largely on the certificate 
of character which the Government, as a 
result of its examinations and supervision, 
gives to them. 

To give another illustration from Iowa's 
experience, when the national banking 
law* was amended to allow small banks to 
take out national charters, great numbers 
of the State banks of that State were re¬ 
organized Into national institutions. The 
investing public was ready to back with 
unlimited confidence the institutions on 
which the Federal Government had set 
the seal of Its confidence aqd approval. 

The railways have not been given this 
certificate of character under the seal of 
the National Government, and therefore 
many people who invent freely in the 
•hares of banks are reluctant to buy rail¬ 
road securities. Give them the same guar¬ 
anties as to railroad securities which we 
now give them as to national bank shares 
and w© would presently see these people 
Investing in railroads, and thus opening a 
nc-w reservoir from which to draw tne 
capital now so much needed for the ex¬ 
tension and betterment of the railroad*. 

All this, my friends, is substantially 
what I have said over and over again. 
Burely, It ought not to be necessary to 
say that It in no shape or way represents 
any hostility to corporations a* such. On 
the contrary, it means a trank recognition 
of the fact tliat combinations of capital, 
like combinations of labor, are a natural 
result of modern conditions and of our 
national development. 

As far as In my ability lies my endeavor 
Is ond will be to prevent abuse of power 
by either and to favor both so long us 
they rlo well. The aim of the National 
Government Is quite as much to favor and 
protect honest corporations, honest busi¬ 
ness men of wealds, as to bring to Justice 
thoee Individuals and corporations repre¬ 
senting dishonest methods. 

Most certainly there wtll be no relaxa¬ 
tion by the Government authorities In the 
effort to get at any great railroad wreck¬ 
er—any man who by clever swindling de¬ 
vices robs Investors, oppress*?* wage- 
w’orkers and does Injustice to the general 
public. But any such move as this Is In 
the Interest of honest railway operators, 
of honest corporation®, and or those who. 
when they invest their small savings In 
stocks and bonds, wish to bo assured that 
these will represent money honestly ex¬ 
pended for legitimate business purposes 

To confer upon the National Govern¬ 
ment the power for w*hieh I ask would be 
a check upon overcapitalization and upon 
the clever gambtor®, who benefit by over- 
capitalization But it alone would ipean 
an increase in the value, an Increase in 
the safety of the stocks and bonds of Uw- 
abidlng, honestly managed railroads, and 
would render It far easier to market their 
securities. _ 

I believe In proper publicity. There has 
been complaint of some of the investiga¬ 
tions recently carried on, but those who 
complain should put the blame where It 
belongs—upon the misdeeds which are 
done in darkness, and not upon the In¬ 
vestigations which brought them to light. 
The Administration Is responsible for 
turning on the light, but It is not respon¬ 
sible for what the light showed. 

I ask for full power to b© given the 
Federal Government, becauso no single 
State can by legislation effectually cope 
with these powerful corporations en¬ 
gaged In Interstate commerce, and, while 
doing them full justice, exact from them 
In return full Justice to others. The con¬ 
ditions of railroad activity, the conditions 
of our immense Interstate commerce, are 
such as to make the Central Government 
alone competent to exercise full supervi¬ 
sion and control.

The effect of such valuation and super¬ 
vision of securities con not be r etroacttve. 
ExtHttng securities should be *•»*•<* 
the laws In existence at the 
their issue. This nation would no more 
Injure securities which have become an 
important part of tne national wealth 
than It would consider a proposition to 
repudiate the pupltc debt. 

fjut the public interest requires guar¬ 
anty against improper multiplication of 
securities in the future. Reasonable reg¬ 
ulations for their Issuance should ^ Pro¬ 
vided. so as to Hecure as far as may be 
that the proceeds thereof shall be devoted 
to legitimate business purpose®. Iu Pro¬ 
viding against overcapitalization w© shall 
harm no human being who Is honest; 
ami we shall benefit many, for overcap¬ 
italization often means an Inflation that 
invites business panic; it alwavs con- 
rr^alH the true relation of the profit earn¬ 
ed to the capital Invested, creating a 
burden of interest payments which may 
redound to tn© losh alike of the wage- 
pamer and the general PUWJe. which Is 
concerned In the rates paid by shipper®; 
it damages the small Investor, discour¬ 
ages thrift, and puts o premium on 
rambling and business trickery.

Complete Publicity. 

We hop© as one of the chief means for 
betterment, of conditions tn secure ns 
complete publicity in the affairs of rail¬ 
roads as now obtains with regard to 
national banks. 

There need bo no fear on the part 
of investors that this movement for 
natlotial supervision and control over 
railways will be for their detriment. If 
they doubt this, let them study the his¬ 
tory of the railway-control movement 
In such a State as Iowa. 

It would be hard to find anywhere a 
more prosperous or more intelligent com¬ 
munity; a community of thriving farmers 
and thriving townspeople. Iowa did its 
share in the work of building railroads 
when tho business was one that de¬ 

manded men of t..c utmost daring and 
resourcefulness; men like that gallant 
soldier and real captain of industry. 
Grenville M. Dodge; men who ran risks 
and performed teats for which it was 
difficult to make the reword too high; 

men who staked everything on the 

I chances of a business which to-day hap¬ 
pily Involves no such hazxards. 

Iowa wa* at length forced to under¬ 
take tho work of regulating the rail¬ 
way! within her borders. There wns 
great outcry against it. It was pro¬ 


The grave abuses in individual cases 
of railroad management In the past rep¬ 
resent wrongs not merely to the general 
public, but. above all. wrongs to falr- 
deailng and honest corporations and men 
of wealth, because they excite a popular 
anger and distrust which from the very 
nature of the case tends to Include tn 
the sweep of its resentment good and 
bad alike. 

From the standpoint of the public. I 
cannot too earnestly say that as soon 
as the natural and proper resentment 
aroused by these abuses becomes Indis¬ 
criminate and unthinking. It also be¬ 
come® not merely unwise and unfair, 
but calculated to defeat the very’ ends 
which those feeling it have in view. 

There has been plenty or dishonest 
work by corporations in the past. There 
will not b« the slightest let-up In the 
effort to hunt down and punish every dis¬ 
honest man. But the bulk of our busi¬ 
ness is honestly done. In the natural in¬ 
dignation the people feel over the dis¬ 
honesty, it Is all-essential that they 
should not lose their heads and get 
drawn Into an indiscriminate raid upon 
oil corporations, ail people of wealth, 
whether they do well or 111. Out of any 
such wild movement good will not come, 
cannot come, and never has come. 

On the contrary', the surest way to 
invite reaction is to follow the lead of 
e'ther demag >gue or visionary* in a 
sweeping assault upon property values 
and upon public confidence, which would 
work incalculable damage In the business 
world, and would produce such distrust 
of the agitators that In the revulsion the 
distrust would extend to honest men 
who. In sincere and Han© fashion, ore try¬ 
ing to remedy the evils. 

The great need of the hour, from the 
standpoint of the general publ!c-of the 
producer, consumer, and shipper alike— 
Is tho need for better transportation fA- 
dlttiee. for additional tracks, additional 
terminals, and Improvements in the actual 
handling of the railroads; and all this 
wRh the toast possible delay. Ample, 
safe, and rapid transportation facilities 
are even more necessary than cheap 
transportation. 

The prim© need Is for the investment 
of money which will provide better tenpl- 
nal facilities, additional tracks, and a 
greater number of cars and locomotives, 
while at the some time securing. If pos¬ 
sible better wages and shorter hours for 
the employes. There must be Just and 
reasonable regulation of rates, but any 
arbitrary and unthinking movement to 
cut them down may be equivalent to 
putting a complete stop to the effort to 
provide better transportation. 

There can be no question as to the de- 
ulrablllty of doing away with rebates or 
any method of favoring one shipper at the 
expense of a competitor, and direct deal¬ 
ing with the rates ts sometimes tho only 
method by which this favoritism can be 
Avoided; but whore favoritism is not al¬ 
leged. and when the question Is nakedly 
one of getting a lower rate. It must bo 
remembered that It Is often possible that 
thus.* demanding It may ba din metrically 
opposed In Interest to those who demand 
k better, safer, and more rapid transpor¬ 
tation service, and higher wages and 
shorter hour® for employe*.

the railway men who doc® well and the 
railway man who doe® Ul; and. above all. 
to remember that the Irreparable morat 
harm done to tbe body polrtto by oomip 
tir»n 1» Just e® great, wheithor the ocxr- 
ruption takes the form of UactonalJlne a 
big corponzdon or of cooruptly doing It® 
bidding.

Restraint Is Necessary. 

I emphatically beltovo that positive re¬ 
strain r should be imposed upon railway 
corporations, and that they should be re¬ 
quired to meet positive obligation® In the 
Interest of the g©n>*raJ public. I no leas 
emphatically believ© that in Lhu® regulat¬ 
ing and controlling the affairs of the rail¬ 
way* It Is necessary to recognize th© i»eed 
of «n Immense outlay of money from pri¬ 
vate source®, and the certainty that this 
will not be met without the assurance of 
sufficient reward to Induce the necessary 
investment. 

It !* plainly inadvisable for tho Govern¬ 
ment to undertake to direct the physical 
operation of the railway* except in wholly 
exceptional cases; and the supervision 
and cbntrol it exercises should be both 
entirely adequate to secure it® ends and 
yet no more harassing than is nece®*a.*y 
to secure these end®. 

I believe that tin© railroad men of the 
United States are coming to & more per¬ 
fect *ense of the responsibility of tho re¬ 
lation whJoh they hold to the public and 
of the dignity of tliat relation. They are 
public servant® in the highest and fullest 
son*®. Indeed, there is not a brukiuniui 
nor a switchman upon th© moot remote 
road in th® land who doe® nut fill a public 
function and render a service of large 
public usefulness 

We begrudge neither lionor nor rewurd 
to those men, to whom wo Intrust our 
live® and our property. Behind these 
active worker* in the railroad field are 
those who have the determination of rail¬ 
road policies. These men are entitled to 
great rewards; ond in return public opin¬ 
ion U right in holding them to a rigid 
aououmablllty for the way they perform 
tholr public duties 

For several month® past some, if not 
all, of our roads have been in a condi¬ 
tion of ©xtremo cumgwsrlon. Doubtless 
this Is mainly due to the fact that the 
country lias outgrown It® railroads, that 
our prosperity ha® Inoreaaed at such a 
rate that the most sanguine and optimis¬ 
tic railroad* huve been unable to keep 
paw*? with Its growth. But k Is a too true 
that ordinary method® of <g>eration. which 
hold good in a placid time of steady and 
regular movement. Bhould at « time of 
crfcds yield to the Imperative heoeaaities 
of public need. 

The experience of the pa*t winter prove® 
bow great is our dependence on the raib 
roads and how serious th© responsibility 
of tl-jose who undertake to care for the 
public In the matter of transportation. 1 
believe that there !« ®ufflodent ingenuity 
and executive genius tn the operaun® of¬ 
ficials of the road* greatly to dlmTntoh 
the troubles complained of. 

The mr-st effective way to lessen de¬ 
mand* for unreasonable legislation Is tor 
the railroads, noting Individually and col¬ 
lectively. to remedy ns many a® possible 
of the abuse® and shortcomings for which 
there really nre remedies, and for which 
remedial Inws are demanded by the snip¬ 
ping public. 

Protection For Road®. 


The admirable national legislation of re 
cert years. In taking away from the rail¬ 
road® th® power of giving illegal favcg, 
luui taken away from them on** of th® 11- 
loglulmate method® by which they used to 
protect theinw*elv©« from Improper attack; 
and it is therefore necessary that up¬ 
right public servant® should be a® vigil¬ 
ant to protect them against harm as to 
prevent them from doing harm. 

Undoubtedly many high officers among 
the railroad men have followed the ex¬ 
tremely unwise course of endeavoring to 
defeat the enactment of proper tow* f.»r 
•their nvn comtrol, «nd of endeavoring to 
thwart, obstruct and bring Into discredit 
the administration of th® laws. But the 
folly of some of their number In no way 
alter* our duty, nor th© wisdom of ti©r- 
tformilng th!* duty In n spirit of abeolut® 
Justice alike to th© railroad, th® ship¬ 
per and the general public. 

Finally, friends, let u* never forget that 
this Is not merely a matter of business, 
but also a matter of morais. Tho ®nc- 
ctob of our whole system of government 
d©fM*nd® upon discriminating between men, 
not with reference to whether they arc 
rich or poor, whether they follow one 
occupation or another, but with reference 
•olely to whether they act a® honest and 
upright citizens should aot. 

I»t th© local attorney* of th© big ro-id® 
keep out of politics; and when they have 
I to appear before th® National or any 
State I^nflsiatUT© let their names be put 
on a special register, And let thalr bu<«l- 
nr** be above board and open. There are

Its; If popular and legislative movements 
take u shape no III-directed a* not only to 
threaten honest Investment* and honest 
enterprises, but also to provent any ef¬ 
fort for the betterment of transportation 
facilities, it then become* out of the 
quostlnn to secure the necessary Invest¬ 
ment of capital In order to bring about 
an Improved service, 

Rates should not p© unduly high; there 
should b© a thorough safeguarding against 
accidents; there should be no Improper

But the Interest® of those who build, 
who manage, nnd who Invest, In tho rail¬ 
roads must be no less scrupulously guard¬ 
ed than the interests of the public. It is 
urgently necessary at tho present time. 
In order to relievo the existing congestion 
of business and to do away with tm* pa¬ 
ralysis which threaten* our expanding In¬ 
dustries. because of limited ana inefficient 
means of distribution, that our railway fa¬ 
cilities should be so increased as to moot 
the Imperative demands of our internal 
commerce* 

Th© want can bo met only by prtvato 
capital, and th® vn*4 expenditure neces¬ 
sary for such purpose will not bo incur¬ 
red unless private capital Is afforded r<a- 
Honabto Incentive and protection. It is 
therefor* n prime necessity to allow in¬ 
vestments in rnihvay properties to »am a 
liberal return, a return sufficiently liberal 
to cover all risk*. 

We can not get an Improved service un * 
less the cantors of tho country ca.i ►©!! 
thdr securities; and therefor© no'hing 
should be done unwarrantedly to impair 


What we have to demand in ouraelvo® 
end In our public servant* 1® houeaty— 
honesty to all men; and If we condone 
dlshoneoty because we thin* It ht exor¬ 
cized In the interests of the pdJpte wo 
may rest assured that the man thus 
showing It lacks only the opportunity to 
exercise It rigalnst the Interests of th© 
people. 

The man who on occasion will corrupt¬ 
ly do what Is wrong in the Interests of 
a big corporation is the very man eager 
to blackmail that corporation a* the op¬ 
portunity artHC© Tho man who is on oc¬ 
casion a corruptionist. Is apt, when the 
gunt of popular feeling blows hard against 
the corporation® he lias corruptly served, 
to b© the loudest, most reckless, and moat 
violent among those who denounce them. 

Hunt such a man out of public life. 
Hunt him out a® ramoraetoswly If he is a 
blackmailer a* If he stand® corruptly for 
special privilege. Demand honesty—abso¬ 
lute, unflinching honesty-together with 
courage and common sens©, in public 
©errant and in business man alike. 

Make it evident that you will not toler¬ 
ate In public Ilf© a man who discriminates 
for or against any other, save a* Justice 
and reason demand it: and that in your 
attitude toward business men. toward th*- 
m©n who are dealing with the great finan¬ 
cial interest* of the country, while you in¬ 
tend to secure a sharp reckoning for the 
wrongdoers, you also Intend heartily to 
favor the men who in legitimate ways are 
doing good work In th© business commun¬ 
ity—the railway president, th© trafi'c 
manager, or other official, high or low. 
who to doing all In hls power to handle 
hi* share tn a vast and complicated buzl- 
neo* to the profit allko of. the stockholder 
and the general public. 

Let th© man of great wealth remember 
that, while using and enjoying It. he must 
novertholes* feel that he I* Tn a sense a 
trustee, and that consistent misuse, 
whether in acquiring or spending hls 
wealth, is ominous or evil to himself, to 
others who have wealth, and to th© na 
tlon a® a whole. 

A* for the rest of u*. i©t us guard cur- 
solve* against envy as we ask that others 
guard them.selves against arrogance, and 
remember Lincoln's words of kindly wis¬ 
dom: “Let not him who is houseless null 
down th© house of another, but let mm 
work diligently and build one for hlmsolf, 
thus by example assuring that hla own 
•hall be pafe from violence when built."

Wine of Cardui 
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Making Versus Marring. 

One New York Senator voted for a 
two-cents-a-rnlle railroad law because 
it would hasten “tho destruction and 
ruin of tho corporations.” The bill was 
passed by the Legislature. It applies 
to lines operated by steam and covering 
a distance of 150 miles. It is an im¬ 
portant bill. It may make or mar the 
State. To “hasten tho destruction and 
ruin bf the corporations” does not mean 
altogether to moke a State. It is en¬ 
tirely possible to mar IL And so them 
has developed among citizens of New 
York tho feeling that the bill should be 
vetoed. Tho Brooklyn Daily Eagle calls 
upon the Governor to kill it, and rea¬ 
sons in this wise: 

”A Western line has given out Its ex¬ 
perience of tho charge; the rate Is driv¬ 
ing it Into bankruptcy. Formerly oper¬ 
ated at a proilt, It now carries passengers 
at a loss, computed at about a quarter 
of a cent per mile. In other words, It 
Is running according to law—into tho 
hands of a receiver. However, being a 
corporation. It deserves no better fate. 
It Is getting Its deserts. 

••This Is legislation with an ax or a 
slungahot. Abroad It would be called 
oppr*"sslon or despotism. In this State 
It will be hailed as a triumph for the peo¬ 
ple, plain and otherwise. Apparently, 
the assumption Is that thofe who travel 
are ben clued by every blow aimed at 
those who carry- And, apparently. It Is 
assumed that the more devastating the 
blow, the greater the benefit. The logic 
of this Is that when tho railroads are 
ruined we shall all be happy. 

“Not necessarily. Something may be 
left to be desired. There Is no assur¬ 
ance that the extermination of corpora¬ 
tions, all and sundry, will hojten the 
millennium. Nor Is It a foregone con¬ 
clusion that when tho railroads have 
been by process of law, due or other¬ 
wise, legislated Into Insolvency and corre¬ 
sponding chaos, the people, common and 
uncommon, will have nothing to eom- 
phitn of. They may want to go some¬ 
where and get something.” 

The Eagle points out, discussing the 
an tl-rail road movement generally, that 
a two-cent rate that might be remuner¬ 
ative In one section would be prepos¬ 
terous in another. Some railroad lines 
are tho only signs of civilization in a 
wilderness. Fares that would impov¬ 
erish tho corporation running thorn 
would enrich a company furnishing fa¬ 
cilities for a thickly Settled community. 
Arbitrarily to fix the same rate for both 
1^ to say that the rails In the wilder¬ 
ness shall rust; that tho rolling stock 
shall run down; that the corporation 
shall die of starvation. The speech re¬ 
cently delivered by Mr. W. W. Finley, 
of the Southern Railway Company, is 
referred to. He said that while the 
country is prospering us never before, 
there is an obstacle to further advance¬ 
ment. Added facilities are needed by 
the railroads. On many lines two cars 
are in demand where there Is now* but 
one in service. More locomotives nnd 
tracks are required in proportion. The 
obstacle to the acquisition of these 
neceiwnry facilities is want of money. 
There is scarcely a carrying concern 
on the continent that Is not almost tn 
desperate need of many millions, and 
the money markets of the world are 
closed to them. Demand for facilities 
increases day by day; facilities trail 
behind. What la the use of raising a 
crop If it Is to rot In the fields? 

Tho discussion is pertinent. It la one 
thing to punish criminal corporations 
and criminal managements of corpora¬ 
tions and quite another thing to stop a 
development that builds up civilization, 
business, personal conveniences and the 
whole country's prosperity. Do not let 
a guilty corporation escape—not be¬ 
cause it is a corporation, but because it 
is guilty. Keep down oppressive cor¬ 
porations, but do not oppress corpora¬ 
tions with laws which must react in¬ 
juriously upon the people. Under such 
circumstances to oppress corporations 
is to oppress the people. Lawmakers 
should devoto themselves to ads which 
will expand prosperity, not contract It, 
and this la to be done by stimulating 
the adlvltlce of capital In developing 
the country and opening up opportuni¬ 
ties for labor and commerce, while re¬ 
straining It from preying on the weak. 
Build, but build equitably, Is ah the 
lawmakers should demand, while tak¬ 
ing steps to Insure the equILablcness. 
“To hasten the ruin and destruction of 
the corporations” is to hurry the day

A Gentleman In Journalism. 

Rollo Ogden has drawn an attractive 
picture of his maestro and friend. Ed¬ 
win Lawrence Godkin; though it may 
be doubtful whether, except for schol¬ 
ars and writers, two volumes were not 
somewhat elaborate for a life so re¬ 
clusive and uneventful. After a news¬ 
paper apprenticeship in England, em¬ 
bracing the episode of a war correspon¬ 
dence which may have been both excit¬ 
ing and picturesque, but does not ap¬ 
pear to have been especially formative, 
*Mr. Oodkln came to America, making 
his actual home in New York—which he 
detested— but his heart-home in Boston, 
which, when he sought a refuge there 
from a supreme domestic bereavement, 
quite failed to afford him the hoped-for 
surcease. Ho was not what we call a 
many-sided man. His amusements 
were recondite — according to these 
pages they are invisible—his very af¬ 
fections mainly intellectual. He was 
undeniably an able, admirably trained, 
conscientious writer; but over-fastid¬ 
ious, the rather a Critic than a Journal¬ 
ist 

Tho two old Jokes about the Ne* 
York Evening Post, that It *Ms edited 
in Heaven.” and that "it makes virtue 
so odious,” had their origination, we 
believe, during Mr. Godkin's rcgnancy. 
They mark the limitation which wus 
affixed to labors essentially high-mind¬ 
ed and enlightened. The literary Ideal 
in Journalism was perhaps as nearly 
fulfilled in Godkin as in any man who¬ 
ever actually occupied the Chair edi¬ 
torial. He had Dana’s learning without 
his prejudices. Raymond, like Greeley, 
impaired his powers and usefulness by a 
constant hankering for preferment. The 
elder Bennett, who first discovered that 
the soul of the newspaper is news, 
possessed the rough-hewn virtues of 
tho pioneer; intrepid, independent, en¬ 
terprising; but his very dauntlessness 
and originality mnde him often indls- 
ertyninative and at times vacillating. If 
Godkin could have united to his clear¬ 
sightedness and culture a bit of the 
earth-earthy gathered from the excess 
In these — some of their Instinct. rac> 
of the soil to which he was always 
ajiejv—he might have made a great fig¬ 
ure in the world, and many volumes 
would have scarcely sufficed to tell the 
talc. 

Mr. Ogden prints an extract from a 
letter written to Godkin by his friend, 
Henry Adams, which Is most Illuminat¬ 
ing, Carl Schurz had become associat¬ 
ed with Godkin. Mr. Adams, it seems, 
was a shareholder either in the Even¬ 
ing Post, or the Nation. Thus in a 
characteristically witty, serto-oomlc 
vein Adams writes to Godkin: 

“You relieve me greatly by telling me 
that Schurz Is sentimental. If you dry 
one of his tears. 1 will denounce you ut 
a tvtocklioldcrs* meeting. Every tear ho 
aheds Is worth at least an extra dol.ar on 
the dividends. Cultivate them! collect 
them! point to them! You are no good 
yourself In the sobbing business, but you 
ran affect a decent respect for reni sym¬ 
pathy. 1 have always told you that your 
fatal defect was tho incapacity to make a 
popular blunder. Not that you can’t blun¬ 
der Just as much a* other*; we are all 
quick enough at that: but all your blun- 
<Vr« are on tho wrong side; they don t | 
even make friends. What I want to re* 
Is some good, Idiotic, gushing, popular 
blundering. We shall thrive on that. 

In his conception of what the Evening 
Powt ought to be Mr. Godkin certainly 
had "the right pig by the ear.” He 
wanted It, he said, ”to be the psper to 
which sober-minded people would look 
at crises of this kind.” he was writing 
In 1SS3, ‘Instead of hollering and beiller- 
Ing and shouting platitudes like the 
Herald and Times.” If poor Grwdcjrhad 
been alive he would hai’e added “arm the 
Tribune.” held rant and noise in a 
gentleman-like scorn. He despised vul¬ 
garity and cant. In one of his many 
liters to his friend. Norton, he says 
bluntly, ”1 confess I have a burning 
longing to help to train up a generation 
of young men to hate Greeley and Til¬ 
ton, and their ways.” This which, as 
far as It Included Tilton with Greeley 
must bo classified as far-fetched, if 
not absurd, was written In 1870. Seven 
years before, however^ln 1863, Mr. God¬ 
kin drew the following lifelike and full- 
length portrait of Greeley: 

“Mr. Horace Greeley Is self-educated, 
and very imperfectly educated at that— 
baa no great grawp of mind, no great po¬ 
litical Insight, and has hte* brain cram¬ 
med with half truths and odds and ends 
of Ideas which a man Inevitably accumu¬ 
lates who scrapes knowledge together by 
fits and starts on his way through Uf°. 

I cannot better describe bis position in 
political life than by i&ying that he ha* 
about the same relation to a statesman 
that a leader of guerrillas has to a Gen¬ 
eral of the regular army. But he has an 
enthusiasm which never flags, and a 
faith In principles which nothing can 
shake, and an English style, which, for 
vigor, terseness, eloorncfw and simplicity, 
Juts never been surpassed, except, per¬ 
haps, by Cobhctt. 

“Nothing can be more taking than the 
frank, forcible way In which he state* his 
ideas; but I must also add that nothing 
can be coarser or more abusive than the 
language In which he defends them.* He 
calls names and gives Lite lie, In hi* lead- 
trig nniclrs. with a heartiness and ve¬ 
hemence which in cities seem very shock¬ 
ing, but which out in the country, along 
the lakes, and l n the forest * and prairies 
of tho Northwest, where most of his in¬ 
fluence lies, are simply proofs of more 
than ordinary earnestness. And I con¬ 
fess that, disagreeable as his ways are 
and must be to everybody who hate* vul¬ 
garity in public life, and who would wish 
to see such power us Greeley undoubtedly 
wields lodged In hands of nicer touch 
and more careful training, when we re¬ 
member that ho founded tho Now York 
Tribune, sixteen years ago. as the organ 
of the then small and despised sect of 
anti-slavery men, and has never for ono 
hour flagged or grown weary In die gr«at 
struggle of which we are to-day wltncg* 
lug the crisis, it is not fair to criticise 
too severely either his weapons or h'.s 
manner of wielding them. 

“He has wagml one of the most unequal 
battles In which any Journalist ever en¬ 
gaged with a courage and tenacity wvjrthy 
of the cause, and by dim of biting sar¬ 
casm, vigorous Invective, powerful argu¬ 
ments and a greo.t deal of vituperation 
and personality, hoe done more than any 
other man to bring slaveholders to bay, 
and place the Northern fingers on the 
throat of the Institution. 

• • • • • 

“All the Republicans who are disgusted 
with the conduct of the war or with the 


mancipation decree, and all Democrats 
who are opposed to the war altogether, 
or simply in so far as l: tends to damage 
slavery, huvo now united In a howl of ex- 
reration directed against the unhappy 
Grecloy. Every disorder that has oc¬ 
curred since tho first battle of Bull Run 
is visited on his unfortunate head. The 
Democratic newspapers have throe or four 
articles a day upon him and his doings 
Lectures are delivered upon him and his 
'crimes,' and ho forms the staple of near¬ 
ly every speech and letter emanating 
from the ranks of tiie opposition. There 
is an intensity, too, and bittorncaci In tho 
Hostility toward him, which sowing per¬ 
fectly ludicrous, when one looks at the 
odd attire, the shambling gait, Che simple 
good-natured and hopelessly peaceable 
face, and the long yellow locks of the 
Personage who has called It all forth. To 
see him walk up Broadway, you would 
take him for a small farmer of the 
Quaker persuasion, who had loot all the 
neatness of the sect, but had appropriated 
In hts <1 tapottUIon a double portion of its 
meekness. When one sees with what 
vigor he defends hlpiself against his as¬ 
sailants In his paper, however, one feels 
satisfied that he was brought up in some 
more bellicose school than that of the 
Friends, for he certainly Is not a respecter 
of persons, and does no: hesitate In his 
choice of words.” 

Let it bo at once conceded that Gree¬ 
ley was not a statesman, nor a phi¬ 
losopher, nor a scholar—and that all Mr, 
Godkin soys about him is measurably 
true—yet he filled a large place and 
did a huge work. He may have been 
grotesque, but he was great. Like most 
critics, fortunately born and carefully 
reared, Mr. Godkin exalts the little 
where he does not belittle file big. 

Sometimes tears—vide the Adams 
letter apropos of Schurz—are more 
efficacious as writing fluid than ink. 
It was Godkln’s lack of the lachry¬ 
mose in his thought which set an 
abridgement upon his writing. Greeley 
had too much of It and Raymond too 
little—for he was a cynlo—whilst God¬ 
kin had none at all. Now. sympathy 
is a power, and, In Journalism, the 
daily reflection of the popular mood 
and tense, It is an asset. Gush, as we 
call it, must restrain Itself and be re¬ 
strained—precisely llko profanity—yet 
are there times when nothing short of 
an oath, or a tear, can do full Justli» to 
tho occasion. 

Godkin never understood this and he 
could not understand it. He was some¬ 
thing of a Stoic and at the same time 
wholly a critic. He took his “medicine,” 
as the saytng hath it, "like a man,” and 
worked out his intellectual character 
and his moral nature from old-world 
rather than new-world standards of 
heroism; a fine type of the conventional 
scholar and gentleman. 

Ono might speak of him not Ineptly 
as “provisionally” a Journalist. Even 
Journalism is yet In Its infancy. Uko 
water, it is not likely to rise above 
Its level. Godkin tried to raise its 
level. How far he did actually raj so 
It remains a question. The “genera¬ 
tion of young men to hate Grfeeley and 
Tilton, and their ways,” whom he 
sought to educate, are mostly engaged 
In Yellow Journalism. It seems true 
to say and to lament that, whilst the 
newspapers of New York were never 
so Yellow, they were never so unliv- 
fluentlal. Wore they not better for an 
hour even of Greeley. Bennett and Ray¬ 
mond? 

This Is not. however, to disparage 
Mr. Godkin, nor the Impressive and de¬ 
lightful picture of him made by his 
friend Ogden, his successor In the Ed¬ 
itorship of the Evening Post, whilch 
has but Just removed from its old 
heaven Into a new and very worldly 
skyscraper, whence, let us hope, that Its 
preachments of virtue will contradict 
the famous jeat and become agreeable 
without ceasing to be orthodox. 


Spiritual Revelations, 

It is not the business of the Govern¬ 
ment, State or Federal to say what 
opinions are true and what are false, 
especially when they relate to religion, 
or what the citizen regards as religion. 
The State is presumed not to know 
what is the true religion, or if it doe<i 
know, It must not tell. Hence if a man 
claims that certain view's which he en¬ 
tertains aro a part of his religion, the 
Government may havo som© hesitation 
about saying that they are not. 

The Federal Government Is forbidden 
to make any law as to tho establish¬ 
ment of religion or preventing the free 
exercize thereof. This is In the Feder¬ 
al Constitution, but similar clauses aro 
in the Constitution of all the States, 
or nearly all. Still It Is obvious that 
there must be some limit to what a 
man may do in the name of religion. 
It has often been decided that a man 
Khali not commit crime under the pre¬ 
tense that hts religious convictions re¬ 
quire him to do It. Thero appears now 
and then a crank who says God has 
ordered htm to kill one of his children 
or some other person. This Is no de¬ 
fense for murder, though It may sug¬ 
gest insanity, which Is a good defense. 
But in deciding what opinions Indicate 
Insanity the courts are liable to run 
counter to what people call their re¬ 
ligious convictions, 

•Hie Supreme Court of Indiana has 
Just decided a case that Involves what 
aro supposed by many to be communi¬ 
cations from the spirits of the departed. 
A woman named Wllhcflmlna Albofts- 
meyer fil'd after making a will in w Mch 
she cut off some orphan grandchildren 
w ith bequests^f a dollar each, though 
the wholo estate was worth about $10,- 
000. The will wo* admitted to probate 
by the lower court, but this Judgment 
was reversed by the Supreme Court. 
The will was attacked on the ground of 
Insanity and undue Influence. Tho tes¬ 
tatrix 8 la ted that the night before she 
made the will she had a communication 
through a medium from her deceased 
husband, who told her that the Rude- 
wald children, the grandchildren in 
question, were going to cause trouble, 
and that thereupon she resolved to cut 
them off with a dollar apiece, and her 
daughter urged her to do this at once, 
which she accordingly did. 

The court shrunk from saying that 
a belief in spiritual lam Is certain evi¬ 
dence of an unbound mind. It ailmltn-d 
that some of the cleverest and brighke«t 


irvtt'likxta have sincerely tmltevod in 
spiMflitutolijsin. The Judgv who delivered 
the ojrtfvion eaM t/bat ho beldwed w’Rh 
Vtoe Ohomceilur Gifford, of England, 
that such pret*erwiv>d c:wmimnilcatloii» 
wore “nUBtihlovous nonevivs w?,“ but ho 
held tbfcut the law did not consider be- 
]rtt*ve*rs In such <a doctrine necessarily 
inmi.no. Burt, bo far as the cus» in 
hand wes <x>noor»ned. he wild: 

“It Is entirely legitimate for the wife to 
seek the advice of her living husband, 
and after death to pay some regard to 
hts known wishes in the preparation of 
her will But when such protended coun¬ 
sel cornea through the dubious ohonnel 
of u ‘medium/ as an oracle from one 
possessing knowledge from the great 
hereafter, under the solemn surrounding* 
of the seance. Its Influence on a credu¬ 
lous mind can hardly be measured. The 
Indulgence of such belief and practices 
may be so long continued and cjf such 
a character as to affect the mental 
status. • • • 

“A mere belief in spiritualism may be 
harmless and of no concern to any one 
other than Its possessor, but occult •reve¬ 
lations* cannot be permitted to control 
tho practical affairs of this world, and the 
belief upon this subject and consequent 
conduct of tho testatrix, with reference 
to the making of her will, was particular¬ 
ly relevant on tho question of undue in¬ 
fluence,” 

It rriusit be obvtous to tthe most de¬ 
vout bellwer In »plribuiiiib*m thaA by 
getting control of the medium undue 
Influence coilM easily be brought to 
breiir upon -the mind of one about to 
tmalko a will. As many known floats 
•have tandied (to show tivait these medi¬ 
um* ore not almuys above the reach 
of improper Influences, the court re¬ 
fuses to lot th**m rogUilaAe the d.isrpo.*<al 
at property by revelations which they 
profess to gent from the spirit* of the 
dead. Tho court apparently did not 
decide that the dead thomsialvca might 
€*ort unrtruu influence, bolntg evidently 
of the opinion that tho protended reve¬ 
lation from a dead husband waa a 
fraud. J 


The Illinois Rate BUI. 

It was hoped* by the railroads that 
Gov. Denson would veto tho bill passed 
by the legislature establishing two- 
cent pus^tJife^r faro throughout the 
State. On tho contrary, he signed it, 
and it seemw psiohxble that the roads 
wild put It Inlto effect on tho 1st of July. 

The roads say, however, that this 
does not moan that tho validity of the 
!a/w will not be assartk*L While the 
stronger roads may bo uhle to 'take the 
reduced rate and Bid 11 earn money, it 
Is irutfested that 'there are other linos 
•that cannot do busrtmoas at two cervU 
a mile fln«n passengers. 

It scviiw to bo generally conceded 
•that a Skate cannot make a rate that 
is so low that a road cannot earn a 
roasortabl© return, on tho money invent¬ 
ed in tR. To do eo would be to confis¬ 
cate the property of the stockholders, 
or, in other wordts, it would be taking 
private property for pubMc u*e without 
making compowsatlioii. It may, there¬ 
fore, turn, oai-t that the law' i s not m- 
foroeabie a* to certain noad«« but it la 
contended that even should this appear 
It would still be good ngolnst those 
road* that can obey the law' wlthooit 
coffering virtual o>nfl«ccLtJ»*>n. 


The Unrest In India. 

The unrest among certain natives of 
India, which for a while caused im- 
cashnoss in the minds of the British, 
Is now traced to racial pride, stirred 
and abandoned by the recent ascend¬ 
ance of the Japanese. The fact has 
been mode clear by titoe discovery of 
(lociwmcits t,r> the possrawtem of a Hindu 
Lnvyw ami a (xwnpandooi arreoted in 
Lahore In connection with the riot at 
Rawalpindi. TM papers established 
oanclusdvely that the mem wwe on their 
wiay to Toklo to seek Japanese Irlter- 
vont.k>n in an Indian revolt against 
British rule*. The vlenory of the yellow’ 
Japan**© oyer the white Russians hod 
lmpre«rt! upon the mutineers the pos¬ 
sibilities of th? native Asiatics as fight¬ 
ers of the invading European*. What 
Japan hud done to Russia, Indda mrfght 
do to Rni/taitn. BJnco Japan had ex- 
prtled Russia from Manchuria, Indie 
might casit out Britain from Indie. 

The feeding thus Jllustiro-ted as exist¬ 
ing among tho rebelTttnus natives of In- 
d!>a te natural enough. Nature, blood, 
race, cannot be suppressed as domlmvnit 
factors In a people. Pride of breed will 
aia^ertt itteelf. Why should not the 
achlovcmenfts of their neighbors around 
the comer of the continent bring to the 
Indians of the East fresh dmums of 
superiority? Why should they not feel 
the impulse to throw’ off the yoke of 
the white men who now are In control 
of thrtr G-ovoroment ? 

And yrt what folly! An uptiolng of 
tflvj natives would give the British Gov. 
errumemt much trouble, but the end 
would be Brtttsh vlcrtary. This would 
be iruevltatole. In. th© first place, that 
has always been the outcome of clashes 
bfftwoen l3\e natives and the British 
Government In times when the Latlter 
Was kffi fttjong—it was the outcome of 
the bloody mutiny of 18157. when for a 
white the BrdtUtfi troops were in a des¬ 
perate plight. In the aeoond place, 
Britain wtnuld have Che ships, the men 
and tire guns, and tliey aro ships and 
men and guns capable of swift and 
auro execution. In the third, it is not 
likely that an intfurgerut movement 
could establish a sound organization, 
for Britain ha* given the natives an 
enlightened Government, has recog¬ 
nized the prlvUegt* and ror.kh of the 
native princos and has secured a civil 
and military hold, all of which mi hit ate* 
against «ulvc«Sl 

The noting’ of enlieFtlng Japanese sup¬ 
port for the InKurreotlion Is probably the 
fbbltMurdilert notion of tho whole buert- 
rujfns. Japan and Groat Birtltutu are al¬ 
lies; in black and while, and wit¬ 
nessed by a.U 4 TU*t seals, they have 
agreed to help each other In case of 
attack in* their Asiatic rights. In the 
same form idabV do^umonrt Japan recog¬ 
nizes speolflcalfl-y Groat Britain’s rights 
In India. Poes any sane person be¬ 
lieve Japan would violate the term* of 
this alliance? Treaties have been mad- 
and broken; some philosophers oantend 
that If a nation has an army arid navy 


/ 


fts treaties are not worth the paper 
they aro written on; this particular pa¬ 
per Is dil Atonemt- The banking of Great 
Britain In her Ortemal policies—In 
Korea and. Oh ire* for instance—is too 
valuaJblo to Japan to bo lightly reLUi- 
quishod. 

The ogfc afor« of rebellion tai Tn-dikv 
would do well to think three or four 
time* before they stir up atrlfe In ths 
hope of minting Great Britain from 
their lend with the aid of Japan. 


The Historian of Manila Bay. 

Tho death of Joseph L. Stlckney In 
Michigan—by birth a Kentuckian—-re¬ 
moves the man who gave to the world 
the first complete and detailed acoount 
of the battle of Manila Bay. He wus 
on Commodore Dewey’s flagship as o 
w'ar correspondent and he stood on the 
bridge with that oommunder while the 
battle ragod. When it was over he 
cabled Its description to the American 
newspaper which had rent him to the 
front and his words stirred the blood 
of the readers, Tho Courier-Journal 
was one of the few newspapers to ob¬ 
tain his graphic account of this mo¬ 
mentous episode of American history. 

Brilliant as was his feat and courage¬ 
ous hi* action, but few persons outside 
of the ranks of his own profession 
w’ould havo recalled his name. Those 
reader* who seized upon his story In 
1898 pnd perused It with avidity—and 
they were millions in number—prob¬ 
ably admired it and praised the daring 
and gifts of Its author, and yet in 
twen/ty-four hours forgot him—granting 
they paid any attention to his identity 
at all. Ho deserved better. He had ex¬ 
posed hts life to the perils of w’ar for 
duty’s sake; he had faced the 
shot and shell to provide Information 
for the multitudes hungering for news 
of history-making events; he had over¬ 
come tremendous difficulties to serve 
the people; he succeeded, and he suc¬ 
ceeded well. Dewey and Gridley w r ere 
the names people knew, cheered and 
remembered. The man who went 
through it ail to tell them of Dewey 
and Gridley got little attention. If 
there are such things as heroes, how¬ 
ever. Stlckney came near, being one. 
Now ho is dead, people who profited by 
his deed ehouAd pay him the tribute of 
a grateful thought. 

Joining the procession of newspaperil 
and committeemen w-ho ore moving on 
Louisville us the seat of the next 
National Democratic Convention, the 
Star, of Terre Haute, goes out of its 
way to shy a bouquet, with a brick 
Inside, at the Constitution of tho 
United States and the Editor of the 
Courier- Journal. Thus; 

“In the matter of more physical require¬ 
ments, the Kentucky metropolis seems to 
k*avo nothing to be desired and nothing to 
be suggested In addition to t/heee, Louis¬ 
ville Is -the home of Henry WatterBon nnd 
tho Constitution. For a number of years 
the Constitution appeared larking any 
safe place for refuge until it finally dis¬ 
covered Ixmisvtile and settled there. Mr. 
Wiaterson having beon duly appointed Its 
guardian by tiio Probate Court. Its life 
has been ono of peace and contentment, 
and the opportunity for worship at Its 
shrine is not a thing to bo lightly cast 
aside. The Democrats could not do bet¬ 
ter than to try Loirtsvilla It is a sort of 
half-way point between the North and 
South, the Earn and tho West, Bryan 
and Hearat. If locality has anything to 
do with ’getting together,' l/nMevifie le 
the place to do It.” 

We Commend this to the particular 
attention of the Lexington Gazette 
nnd the Lexington Herald. It should 
moot thotr view precisely. Obviously, 
the Star regards the Constitution, as 
they do, as “a fetich,” regarding our 
attitude towmrd it In the light of "a 
dangerous form of political idolatry,” 
even ns they do. In the old Abolition 
days it w’«s only a device of the Devil 
and a covenant wtth Hell.” 


Says the Lexington Herald: 

“We have alreudy, In our brief history 
as a nation, found It necessary to amend 
the fundamental law’. Further changes 
may bo demanded by conditions. Tho 
prepress of the growth and progress of po¬ 
litical Institutions, no less than the Indus¬ 
trial conditions, must yield to the natural 
laws. Even the Constitution of & great 
Republic cannot stand against natural 
forces vastly superior to all the laws mado 
by man.” 

Why, certainly. This is true enough. 
Tho Constitution Itself provides foe 
these needful changes. It tells precisely 
how they may be attained. In accord¬ 
ance with its express terms It ha* been 
amended fifteen times. But, one net of 
contemporary doctrinaires propose to 
amend it by "Judicial construction/’ 
another by “Executive Interpretation,” 
whilst Socialism cries “down with It” 
Aro these tho “natural forces." which 
tho Lexington Herald toils us wo 
cannot resist and which we must not 
combat?

To the Wa*h1n gton correspondent of 
Tho Woridt Senator Taft soys frankly 
and without quxti'.iilcation, “I am a tar¬ 
iff rc\ r i«1ont»t. No man can win the 
next election w?io doe* not flavor 
change* in the tariff.” WH*?n a repre¬ 
sentative of the American Protective 
Tariff League called on the Secretary 
lost week for a <x>ntfc*»i<m of faith, he 
received a copy of tho tariff-re vision 
speech wfokih Mr. Taft delivered at 
Bath, Mie. Ho was further informed 
that in Mr. Tbft’» opinion popular geai- 
tlmenit was so strong for tariff revto- 
iop that unilere fivfmilte promdsos were 
inode to tho iveopte it would be disas¬ 
trous to the Republican i»ariy. 

Secretary Toft Is not speaking mono- 
ly for himeelf or far his iKrrsoiwti flol- 
h'wew. He U the Adminiatmation can¬ 
didate for President, and he is speak¬ 
ing both for Mr. IUx»seveit und for 
the Republican Nationall Admin is trac¬ 
tion. 

When Mr. Bryan returned from 
abroad in August the Democrats might 
have made the issue of tariff revision 
their own. Instead, Mr. Bryiun cho*e 
to talk a bo u!t Government ownership 
and operation of railroads. When Dem¬ 
ocratic resentment against this Social¬ 
istic propoe-al b*cs>rne so strong a* to 
appeal to his sense of discretion Mr. 
Bryan substituted the initiative and 
referendum. He is still playing with 
this toy, while the Republicans under 
Mr. Roosevelt’s leadership are artfully 
appropriating tariff revision and pre¬ 
paring to make it the issue in the next 
national campaign. Even the New 
York Tribune has begun to Jeer ait the 
stand-pa titers. 

Some of the wiser Democrats ure 
trying to recover for tholr party what 
it has lost by Mr. Bryan’s blunder, hut 
they are too late. Scno-tor Daniel, of 
Vlrginltu has Issued a statement re¬ 
pudiating Government ownership and 
advocating “a Judicious revision, not a 
wrecking or doctrinaire revision,” of 
the tariff. But even In taking this 
ground the Virginia Democrat is only 
trailing aflter the Ohio Republican. In 
a BtutenK-nt printed In the World to¬ 
day Mr. Daniel reiterates the need of 
a i>olicy appetd'ing to moderate men. 
The time when the Democrats could 
command the credit of forcing the Is¬ 
sue of tariff reform upon the country 
1* past. Mr. RooHevelt is sure to con¬ 
trol the next Republican national con¬ 
vention. That convention, in spite of 
the reactionary stand-pat elements, 
will declare for tariff revision of some 
kind or another. What will then be 
leflt to the Democrat*? 

“Back to the ConstItirtlnn!” cries 
Col. Watterson In a despairing attempt 
to find an Issue that the Roosevelt Ad¬ 
ministration has not appropriated. This 
is always an inspiring call. But with 
Mr Bryan as a leader how can the 
Democratic party ever find its wuy 
back to the Constitution?

Realizing probably that, Jvowover lit¬ 
tle they may like him, Mr. Bryan is to 
be the cnTwttdette, many leading Demo¬ 
cratic newspapers are addressing 
tiwmeelvas tfo the party’s next plat* 
fV>rm. The tariff cuts a prominent fig¬ 
ure in the dtaciwwloin, and undoubtedly 
will cause a llvefly tilt in the national 
convention. 

Mr. Whtterson takes tvis old and 
woH-known ground. He could not very 
well go back on the Star-eyed God¬ 
dess, w hom he Introduced to fashion- 
able society some twenty-five years 
ago.

The Government 
ha* no right, either in equity, or In law, 
to collect a dollar erf taxes except for 
its own wupport” 

The New Orleans States, printed In 
the sugar tertirnry—a staple w’hich has 
always demanded nnd ceorivod protec¬ 
tion, no matter which party wus In 
power—cays this: 

“T'he particular kind of tariff to be 
advocated, nnd the scope und extent of 
Federal control of pubJIa utilities, w’111 
be the twt> herd problems to be mot by 
the Democratic national convention, 
and on theae the conservative* and 
radicals will divide.” 

Replying to the State*, the Charles¬ 
ton Nt*w8 and Counter says: 

•‘On the contrary, there will be but 
one view In the convention about tho 
tariff, and the Democrats will be able 
to unite on a dear and certain deliver¬ 
ance in regard to U Jus* us they united 
In 1802 when they decked Mr. Cleve¬ 
land PresIfiieniL Equally positive is it 
t!hia*t no two Democrats can agree .on 
the ‘scope and extent of Federal con¬ 
trol of public utilities.* There tore, Jt is 
safe and plain for the Democrats to 
strongly declare themselves tor the 
retorm of the ’tariff, an issue ample and 
big enough to carry the country on, and 
tthove aside inta secondary const}dera¬ 
tion oil question* out of which noth¬ 
ing better than party confusion nnd 
dispersion <njn be hatchofi.” 

The Republicans should welcome 
this. After twelve years of unexampled 
prosperity under the Dingley law, 
which emphnslzes In It* schedules the 
policy of protection, a pfa*tiV>rm which 
should declare protection not only un¬ 
lawful, but a flna.ro. would “make 
mighty Interesting reading.” and give 
us a text for a wtlrring campaign. 

And then the result might afford on 
answer to a question which has long 
engaged the politician*. What Influence 
»€K*ured the Democratic triumph In 
1892? Who killed C<*ck Robin that 
year? ”1,” said the Free Trader. “I did 
It wflfh my 11 rile deliverance against 
protection,” ’'Grover,” mid the ardent 
r*tevvilYuititte. “Mr. Cleveland did It 
with the.tores of hla personality. He 
wo* the platform.” ’The Horn*Mend 
strike,” said tho disgusted Republican*. 
•Hut for thlit, Gen. Harrison would 
ha vu hud a walkover.” And bo the con¬ 
tention has continued to this day, and 
still continues. 

Now, If It was tho tariff plank tn the 
Derm*'ratio platform which did the 
work then, why not ask hlstery to re¬ 
peat Itself? Why not ivext yewir again 
challenge protection to another battle 
to the death? The ProfectlnnlMe would 
ask mitiilng bettor. They would rush 
to take up su<h a challenge, and then 
we should all enjoy the campaign 
hugely. The tariff would moke a love¬ 
ly tHfnie, and especially In the light of 
whnf happened to the Democratic 
party after It carried the country In 
1892 on a free-trade platform. 
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Thrift, Horatio, Thrift.

MEMORIAL SERVICES OVER BOD¬ 
IES IN ABANDONED CEMETERY. 


IN MEMORY OF SIMON BURRETT 


The members of the Ann Rogers 
Clark Chapter Daughters of the Ameri¬ 
can Revolution, of Jeffersonville, are 
highly gratified by the success of their 
efforts to commemorate the memory of 
the solders of the Revolutionary War 
burled In tho abandoned cemetery at 
the foot of Chestnut street In that 
city. Yesterday was practically the 
first real attempt to celebrate Decora, 
tlon day, although there was an In¬ 
formal effort a year ago. only a few 
persons being present. Yesterday more 
than one hundred attended the oere- 
monlca. There were representatives 
from Ann Ropars Clark Chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolution; 
Fort Steuben Chapter. Children of the 
American Revolution; Victory Circle, 
Grand Army of the Republic; Sons of 
Veterans; both of the Grand Army 
of the Republic posts, and tho Spantsh- 
Amerlcan War veterans’ camp. The 
city was represented by Mayor E. N. 
Flynn, the Board of Public Works and 
some of the members of the City Coun¬ 
cil. Henry A. Burtt, former Mayor, was 
present. 

The exeroteea at the spot where the 
forty soldiers* of tho Revolutionary War 
are buried were touching, although 
without display. Mrs. B. F. Campbell, 
regent of Ann Rogers Clark Chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
placed a flag over the grave. Miss 
Mary HowJr. president of Fort Steuben 
CThapter, Children of the American 
Revolution, placed a smaller flag on 
the sacred spot. The other organiza¬ 
tions then strewed flowers. In behalf of 
the chapter the Rev. Dr. J. S. Howk 
thanked those present for turning out 
and then offered a prayer. Mayor 
Flynn made a brief address to the 
members of the chapter and suggests! 
that the remains be removed to the 
National cemetery at New Albany. 

Mayor Flynn said It was hla under¬ 
standing tt\at the forty bodies at the 
time of thb transfer from the first 
cemetery were placed In a largo oak 
box and interred In the now abandoned 
graveyard, which 1 b sadly in need of 
attention. He made the suggestion to 
place what could be found of the box 
In the New’ Albany cemetery. Several 
members of tho chapter spoke on the 
question and differed with Mayor 
Flynn, it being the sense of the organi¬ 
zation that the bodies should be left 
undisturbed, and the place now oc¬ 
cupied beautified. Some of the mem¬ 
bers thought a tract of ground twqnty- 
flve feet square would be sufficient to 
be dedicated to the dead, while others 
thought the entire site of the old ceme¬ 
tery should be improved by the plant¬ 
ing of shade trees. The Grand Army 
posts agreed to co-operate with the 
chapter, and It is likely the plan to 
beautify the smaller tract will be 
adopted. 

From the first grave those assembled 
In tho cemetery went to the spot where 
Simon Burett Is supposed to be burled 
and this waa decorated,, the Wsv. E. B. 
You mans offering a prayer. This grave 
is within a few hundred feet of where 
Burett Is said to have died on West 
Market street in a brick cottage ow Tied 
by Victor W. Lyon. Further than 
the statement that Burett wai a friend 
and schoolmate in France of Marquis 
de Lafayette and came to this country 
with him Little is known of him at 
this date. Next year the ceremonies 
In the old graveyard will be on a 
more extended scale. 

DEFENDANT MUST ANSWER. 


George D. Smith, However, Says He 
Owes M. J. Tally Nothing. 

A rule to answer to the complaint 
has been issued against the defendant 
In tho Clark Circuit Court at Jefferson¬ 
ville In the suit of Melvin J. Tally 
against George* D. Smith for the collec¬ 
tion of $618.25, which the plaintiff 
alleges the defendant owes him for 
services. Smith asserts he does not 
know* anything of an obligation to 
Tally. The case Is causing a great 
deal of comment and originated through 
the sale of the Jeffersonville and Utica 
pike to tlw county for $14,250. although 
there Is nothing in the complaint to 
show* this. 

Smith owned the pike for twenty- 
five years and was approached many 
times to dispose of It, but declined to 
do bo. He says on one occasion he was 
offered a steamboat for It, but the road 
was making him a good living and as 
he had nothing else to do but to keep 
the tollguto he thought he had best 
remain there. Finally Tally circulated 
& petition asking the Board of County 
Commissioners to purchase the pike 
and convert It Into a gravel road. Ev¬ 
erybody supposed Tally was doing this 
for tho good of the community. The 
board decided to buy the pike, but 
Smith would not sell at the appraised 
value. The question w*as held open for 
a month and the amount was raised to 
$14,250. Smith still said he did not 
want to sell then, although he did so. 

Two weeks later Tally filed sutt and 
In the complaint alleged Smith was In¬ 
debted to him in the sum of $618.25 for 
work, labor and services performed 
and dune at tho special Instance and 
request of the defendant and for ex¬ 
penses incurred In carrying into effect 
the purposes of his employment In the 
county of Clark and State of Indiana 
by the plaintiff at (livers times between 
April 28, 1906, and May 7. 1907. The 
bill filed with the complaint Is as fol¬ 
low*: Work, 155 days at $3 per day, 
$465; buggy hire, $99; stable bill, $11.50; 
board, $35.25; car fare, $7.50. 

Tally freely admits that he has no 
contract with Smith, but says there 
was an indefinite verbal agreement ex¬ 
isting between the two. This, he says, 
was that Smith told him If he w*ould 
get up a petition and have the county 
buy the pike It would be worth more 
to him than he could make on his 
farm in a year. Smith says no such 
arrangement existed and that there was 
no understanding. Ho says Tally 
worked faithfully and did such good 
work that he thought he ought to make 
him a present at some future date. 
One day. he says. Tally came to him 
and told him he wanted a new surrey. 
He was asked how much It would cost 
and replied $250. Smith says he told 
him this was asking too much for sell¬ 
ing the pike and he would not give the 
amount. There the question came to 
an end to be revived In the form of a 
law suit.

N ever before in th© history of 
ChurchU1 Downs has such sen¬ 
sational racing taken pine© as 
that which occurred yesterday 
afternoon during tho running of the day's 
programme.

It was a day of surprise* In more ways 
than one for tho hi* crowd which at¬ 
tended the sport, and not the least of 
these was the victory of Moonlight Mur¬ 
phy In the second race. This three-year- 
old son of Donald A., which belongs to J. 
9, Bratton, w/on the second event with the 
greatest of ease, at odds ranging from <6 
to 150 to 1. Lum 1 Simons and other Lou¬ 
isville men won thousands of dollars on 
kho victory of Moonlight Murphy, and 
there Is no telling how hard the ring was 
bit during the afternoon, though Syn- 
chornlzed, In the first race, was the onty 
favorite to score brackets. 

The victory of IJgbt Wool In tho third 
raoe Is worth more than passing men¬ 
tion. TTu re were eleven starters In this 
event, and most of them are prominent 
candidates for the Latonla Derby. The 
list of starters Included Pink Star, which 
won the reccTVt Kentucky Derby; Wing 
Ting, which holds the local track record 
for one mile; Victoria B.. Miss Alert and 
other Kentucky OaJcs candidates, as well 
ua others whose reputation ts not so 
great. 

light Wool won this race from his 
splendid field with the greatest of ease 
In 1:53 flat. The best previous time was 
mode by IJeut. Gibson when he was a 
three-year-old, on May 10, 1900. Lieut. 
Gibson's time was 1:54. and yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon Light Wool clipped a full second 
off this splendid performance. Behind 
light Wool, three lengths away, half a 
doann horses flnishe* very close togetlier, 
and the Judges, after mature deliberation, 
decided that M3ae Alert and Bo tiles had 
run a dead heat for second place. 

It was one of tho most spectacular per¬ 
formances ever seen on the local race 
track, and the big crowd received it with 
marked enthusiasm. Lieut. Gibson In h’s 
day was the best race horse seen around 
this section of the country, and Light 
Wool’s act In reducing his record by a 
full second will furnish food for thought 
by turfmen for many days to come. 
Llgfct’Wool Is a chestnut colt, three years 
old, by Woolsthorpe—Aluminum, and be¬ 
longs to J. T. Combs & Co. Wing Ting, 
tho favorite In the Kentucky Oaks, was 
tho favorit© In this event, but Joe Haw¬ 
kins* Ally never had a chance, because 
Leo got Light Wool out In front, and he 


ran so fast that nothing In the race was 
over able to get close to him. 

The track record for five furlongs was 
broken first by Haughty. In the fourth 
race. This record was made by Benson- 
burst on May 11. 11)03. Haughty ran the 
distance yesterday afternoon In one m*n- 
ute flat, which was half a second below 
Benson burst's mark. Then In the next 
race, at the ssmo distance, R. C. Rann, 
a two-year-old co»t by l^actantlus, be¬ 
longing to J. C. Milam & Co., and car¬ 
rying H2 pounds, ran the flve furlongs in 
a minute flat, tleing the record made a 
few' minutes before by Haughty. R. C. 
Rann’s performance Is the most notable 
of the two. because be Is a two-year-old 
and carried U2 pounds, while Haughty is 
a four-year-old Ally and carried only 106 
pounds. 

Tlte victory of Synchronized In tho first 
nice was also a spectacular performance. 
This two-year-old gelding belongs to 
Armstrong and Harding, the well-known 
local detectives, and. while he was a 
favorite In the race, it can be said that 
h!s victory was In a great measure duo 
to the groat ride which Jockey Lee gave 
him. Synchronized got off none too WtH.

J. Leo, who has been riding In a bril¬ 
liant manner throughout the meeting, 
treated the race-goers to an exhibition In 
the Inst race on Warner Grlswell that 
would put to shame the most Inexperi¬ 
enced apprentice. Even Sklrrln, on Demo, 
outrode him. and he rode Demo woefully 
bad It Is with much reluctance that 
the criticism Is passed on Lee, Inasmuch 
as he Ecemed always to do his very best; 
he put all of his energy In his work every 
time; he never showed any carelessness, 
but rode like a demon in order to get the 
bent possible position at the finish. He 
seemed to try as hard for fourth place 
as he did for first. The fact that Warner 
Grlswell opened at 7 to 10 and went up to 
3 to 2 at post time caused no little com¬ 
ment and gave those suspiciously Inclined 
an opportunity to express themselves be¬ 
fore and after the race. When a boy 
has established for himself n high stand¬ 
ard of riding ability a flagrant exhibition 
of unsklUfulncRS evokes the most damag¬ 
ing denunciation. A Jockey does not gain 
a reputation In the riding of one race, 
and it Is unfair that he should lose his 
reputation because of one bad ride. Had 
a rider less popular and less skillful than 
Lee had the mount on Grlswell, the bad 
ride would have caused dissatisfaction for 
a moment only, but In the case of Lee It 
Is still being condemned. Now the effort 
was bad and stupid, but do not brand it 
as dishonest. For twenty-two days this 
boy has ridden before large crowds nnd 
for their monev. and this Is the first time 
that he 1ms not deserved their praise and 
applause. 

As to the ride in question. In going 
around the clubhouse turn Warner Grls¬ 
well w*as In close quarters, and Lee was 
forced to take him up to avoid going 
down or over the fence, and he was not 
seen out in front where he Is usually 
seen; straightened In the bacjcstretch his 
chances looked almost hopeless, but com¬ 
ing around the upper turn ho moved up. 
and he looked like a winner. When 
straightened for home in the middle of 
the trark. with nothing to gain by go¬ 
ing to the rail. Lee took him over there 
Into a pocket. It In Just as short from 
the head of the stretch to the line wheth¬ 
er on© Is on the inner or outer rail. When 
a boy crosses from the middle of the 
track to the Inner rail he loses Just that 
much ground. Alwnys remember "that a 
straight line Is tho shortest distance be¬ 
tween two points." It does not take long 
to ride ti race, and a boy must think fast 
during its mnlng. Lee lost a race that 
he should have won easily on much the 
best horse. And what a slow race It was. 
It w’as un error of the head and not of 
the heart.

.superman, by three .ength. for j 1 « 
th© rich Belmont Stakes at Belmont Park 
to-day. Both horses ran In the colors 
of James R. Keen© and their success 
brought to the stables $23,000 and the 
handaome plate that each year Is given 
the winner. 

Frank Gill, the big, ungainly chestnut 
colt from th© Btrlng of "Lucky Jack” 

McGinnis, was third. It is estimated that 
40,000 persons saw the race. The Keen© 
stable was the favorite In the betting. 

Th© race, over a mile and three fur- 
longB, was a heart-breaking one from 
start to finish. The time taken, 2:15 3-5, 
which the timer admitted Is wrong, he 
having snapped his watch when Peter 
Pan w'as yet about 170 feot from tho fin¬ 
ish, shows, however, that tho race was 
run in about 2:18, which would clip two 
seconds off the beat time for the course, 
mad© by Burgomaster last year. Irish 
Lad holds th© record for tho distance. 

2:17 3-5. made at the Sheopshead track 
in 1904. 

When the barrier flashed the flve horses 
were off to a ooautlfut start. Out Of 
th© chute Into th© course darted Hickory, 
the green color of Radtke showing with 
Paumonok at his withers and Peter Pan 
close up. Well In hand, half a length 
back, ran Superman and Frank GUI. 

When the furlong pole was reached 
Peter Pan, now* well In his stride, had 
taken the lead and was followed by 
Frank Gill. Th© pace was too hot for 
Paumonok and Hickory Mid they fall 
bark.

He 
responded with splendid courage and 
drew awoy, and Superman, coming from 
tho rear and overtaking the McGinnis 
horse, made it appear as though GUI had 
stopped In his tracks.

Miller leaned far on Superman’s 
neck, as though whispering encourage¬ 
ment In the horses ear, and patted his 
neck with his left hand. It. was all up 
with Notter, but nevertheless he went to 
his whip. GUI responded bravely for 
three or four strides and then gradually 
fell back. Peter Pan was two and a half 
lengths in front of Superman at the finish 
and Gill wap five lengths behind Super¬ 
man Th© others were beaten off 
The talent suffered a hard blow- in the 
defeat of Good and Plenty by T. S. 

Martin in the Whitney Memorial Steeple¬ 
chase. 

Th© classic Belmont Stakes, for three- 
year-olds, and the Whitney Memorial 
Steeplechase wore a double attraction 
which drew forty thousand people to Bel¬ 
mont race track to se© the running of 
these two Interesting racing events. Five 
horses were carded to make the bid for 
th© rich $25 ono Belmont Stakes, nnd tho 
entries included Jus. R. Keene’s Super¬ 
man. the winner of the Brooklyn Handi¬ 
cap.

Washington. May 30.—[Special.]— 
The War Department has ae yet re¬ 
ceived no official reports in the case of 
Lieut. Mack Richardson, of the Twen¬ 
ty-sixth Infantry, who, according to 
newspaper accounts from Brownsville. 
Tex., ha* Jilted Miss Anna Kelley, a 
daughter of William Kelley, president 
of the First National Bank of that 
city. 

L4eut. Richardson is a native of Ten- 
neanee. He served as Captain in a Mis¬ 
souri regiment during the Spanish 
War. and at the conclusion of hostili¬ 
ties was appointed a Lieutenant In the 
regular service from Missouri. The 
War Department is properly very strict 
In cases of this nature, and If the facts 
are as stated Lieut. Richardson proba¬ 
bly will be dismissed. 

According to the story Richardson 
became engaged to Miss Kelley and 
they were to have been married May 
14. The wedding arrangements were 
made, the house handsomely decorated, 
a feast prepared, a large number of 
people invited and handsome presents 
received. 

Many of Lieut. Richardson's brother 
officers were Invited. They arrived on 
the day set for the wedding and report¬ 
ed to the Kelley family that the bride- 
gToom-to-be had gone to the depot 
with them, but at the last moment re¬ 
membered some unfinished duty and 
had to return to the post. They said 
he would cerroe later. In order to ar¬ 
rive on time he would have to go part 
way by special train. When he did not 
appear in the afternoon Mr. Kelley 
wired Richardson’s Colonel, who re¬ 
sponded that the Lieutenant was on the 
way.

tain extent free of cost and otherwise 
on terms they would not be Able Indi¬ 
vidually to obtain, and the supplying 
to each member a trade paper with a 
limited number of advertisements 

therein gratis. *

COURT 


OF APPEALS 
LIBEL LAW. 


DEFINES 


Three Judges Dissent From Opinion 
of Majority—Whisky Elec¬ 
tions Decided. 


Frankfort Ky.. May 30.—(Special.1— 
The Court^of Appeals to-day In revers¬ 
ing judgment of the Livingston Circuit 
Court Jn a damage case of the Register 
Newspaper Company against Eldon 
Stone, holds that a plaintiff in a libel 
action against a newspaper will not be 
allowed, after he has sued the paper for 
repeating that which he has said of 
himself, to come Into court and say 
that although he said It, It was not in 
fact true. The court say9 that if such 
a rule obtained no newspaper could 
ever, with safety, publish the proceed¬ 
ings of a court of Justice. 

The opinion of the court was written 
by Judge Lasslng. Judges Hobson, 
Nunn and Settle dissented from the 
ruling announced, and Judge Hobson 
handed down a dissenting opinion. In 
this dissenting opinion, which Is con¬ 
curred In by Judges Nunn and Settle. 
Judge Hobson writes: "I am utterly 
unable to understand upon- what prin¬ 
ciple a plea made by the defendant in 
a criminal case between him and the 
Commonwealth can, as to a third per¬ 
son, be of any more dignity than a 
pleading filed In any other case be¬ 
tween strangers. I therefore dissent 
from the opinion of the court.** 

The decision above was announced In 
an action for $5,000 for libel. In the lower 
court the plaintiff secured Judgment for 
$350. The case is remanded for new 
trial under instructions. 

• • • 

Local Option Sustained. 


Two opinions in local option cases 
were handed down by the court to-day. 
Judgment of the Breckinridge Circuit 
Court was reversed in a case of the 
Commonwealth against John Weisen- 
burgh and others, and Judgment of the 
Trigg Circuit Court was affirmed in a 
case of W. H. Hancock against G. B. 
Bingham, County' Judge. 

In reversing the Judgment In th© first 
named case, the court says: “When an 
election la held in territory In which 
the* sale of liquor Is prohibited, and a 
majority of the voters aye In favor of 
Its sale, the result does not become ef¬ 
fective until the certificate of election 
is recorded, and. If the election is con¬ 
tested by persons opposing the sale in 
the manner provided by Section 2,66(5, 
Kentucky * Statutes, the certificate 
cannot be recorded until the contest Is 
disposed of, nor can any person sell 
•within the territory until this Is done.'* 

In the Trigg county case the court 
holds as follows: “The Cammauk act 
waa held to be constitutional and. as un¬ 
der Its provisions the county Is the unit, 
the fact that a precinct or certain pre¬ 
cincts of the county had voted upon 
the question could not operate to de¬ 
prive the entire county of the right to 
vote upon this question, and It having 
done so and recorded Its vote against 
the sale of liquor no vote can be again 
taken in the county or any precinct 
thereof within three years from the 
date of said vote.” 

The appeal In the Trigg county case 
was from a Judgment of the lower 
court sustaining the County Judge in 
his refusal to order a local option elec¬ 
tion in the town of Cadis, a fifth-class 
city, on December 11. 1906, when an 
election had been held in the county 
of Trigg on Sept ember 16 preceding.

"Dark.—The mark'-t continue# strong and 
active for all grade* of dark tobacco, both of 
the fired and uitflred types, with a tendency to 
higher value*. 

’’At this tlm# erf year the wrathsr condition# 
and the progress being mad# In Iran Apian ting 
the tobacco civg> aro questions of unusual In¬ 
terest to those interested In tho tobacco trade. 
The reports which we have thue far received 
aro very conflicting as regards tho extent cf 
the transplanclng thus far mode In erne locali¬ 
ties. which means that the oondlilrn* as re¬ 
cords plants and seasons vary very much In 
different neighborhoods In th# some general 
soetton. Our advices would Indicate that con¬ 
siderable progress has been mad# In transplant¬ 
ing the crop In th* Ctarkrrilie and Honk tn* vlll# 
districts, also that In th# western, or Paducah, 
section a fair start has bran made In putting 
tin* crop In the field. In all other localities 
some Atari has bran mode in putting out th# 
crop, but In no section except those above re¬ 
ferred to bos the transplanting been sufficient 
to entitle It to be recorded a# a percentage of 
th# crop. The general conditions are that 
dan-te as a rule aro backward, and that the 
ronsplanting will be later than usual In to 
Ing completed, which means that weolher con 
dlllutM will havo to b* fav-wublo to secur# * 
good stand or a good yield of average quality. 

"We quote as follow# from our report of 
May 31. 100fi. Witt tho explanation thtU up to 
May 24 last vear very little progress had been 
mod# In iranvplantlng the crop either In the 
Burley or dark-producing sections:

Will So Vote To-day. 


State Convention Effects 
Temporary Organization. 


Mrs. Frances E. Beauchamp 
On National Committee. 


NOMINEES TO BE SELECTED. 


Exchange of speeches and pledges for 
the good of the party and the further¬ 
ance of the temperance cause In Ken¬ 
tucky was the feature of the flrwt day's 
session of the State Prohibition Con¬ 
vention. which met at Pentecostal Tab¬ 
ernacle, 1621 West Walnut street, in 
Louisville yesterday. Standing com¬ 
mittees were appointed after the organ¬ 
ization was effected, but the Perma¬ 
nent Organization, Programme and 
Memorial Committees were the only 
committees to report yesterday. Th^ 
only business of the Memorial Commit¬ 
tee was to report resolutions on the 
death of Dr. J. D. Smith, chairman of 
the State Executive Committee, who 
died at his home In Paducah last De¬ 
cember. The resolutions of respect 
were adopted by a rising vote. 

Mrs. Frances E. Beauchamp, of Lex¬ 
ington, president of the State W. C. T. 
U., was ejected a member of the Na¬ 
tional Prohibition Cbmmittee, her op¬ 
ponent being H. W. Davis, of Louis¬ 
ville. Owing to the small number of 
delegates In the hall when the conven¬ 
tion convened It was deemed best to de¬ 
fer the welcome addresses and response 
until last night. However the Rev. M. 
P. Hunt, among those who made short 
addresses, took occasion to assert that 
the lid would be 4n in Louisville with¬ 
in the next thirty days. He also said 
thut he did not know who the Repub¬ 
licans would nominate for Governor, 
but that the Democrats had already 
nominated a moral coward for the of¬ 
fice. In a letter to the convention the 
Rev. Mr. Hunt asked that his name be 
withdrawn in connection with the nom¬ 
ination for Lieutenant Governor. 

Charles H. Jones, of Chicago, Bl., na¬ 
tional chairman of the Prohibition par¬ 
ty, Is attending the convention, and 
made an address yesterday morning, in 
which he said that America was half 
free from open saloons, and that Ken¬ 
tucky was three-fourths prohibition. 
Col, T. B. Demaree, of Jessamine coun¬ 
ty, one of the veteran Prohibition lead¬ 
ers of Kentucky.

Indorsement of Woman’s Suffrage. 


The nomination for State offices will 
be made this morning, as soon as the 
Committee on Platform, headed by C. 

The commit¬ 
tee met last rrlght, but was only in ses¬ 
sion a few minutes, and a rough outline 
of the platform was sketched. The fea¬ 
ture of the platform will be the In¬ 
dorsement of woman’s suffrage. This 
plank was agreed to by all members of 
the committee, and it Is understood that 
the report will be adopted by the con¬ 
vention by an almost unanimous vote. 
The majority of the delegates In at¬ 
tendance are women, but the men lead¬ 
ers this year are In favor of woman’s 
suffrage. The late J. D. Smith. Chair¬ 
man of the State Executive Committee, 
was not in favor of woman's suffrage, 
and was chiefly Instrumental in defeat¬ 
ing the plank In the platform four years 
ago. 

The convention was called to order 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning by H. 
W. Davis, acting chairman of the State 
Executive Committee. At no time dur¬ 
ing the day were there over twenty- 
five accredited delegates present, and 
probably not over fifteen when the con¬ 
vention was called to order. After de¬ 
votional exercises a temporary organi¬ 
zation was effected by the election of 
the Rev. J. Denham Hocker, of Owens¬ 
boro, temporary chairman, and H. S. D. 
Wright of Louisville, temporaray secre¬

In the beginning he alluded to 
the delegates as being the asui of the 
eairth bn ttoo way standing for the bet¬ 
terment of conditions In the (state. He 
denounced the llquo-r traffic as the 
greatest evil on earth. He said ten 
years wffi see aU the saloon* driven 
out of Louisville. Said he: 

"I received a letter some time ago 
from the president of the Louisville 
Protective Aissockvtkxn, which is the or¬ 
der of saloonkeepers—I call It the 
damnation association—asking me to 
talk over flhe situation with them. I 
sabd there was n<o surrender in me. I 
want the Legislature of Ke ntuc ky^ to 
m*s a law separating the grog nnop 
amd the grocery. LlWle children should 
not be sent to a grr>g shop to buy bread. 
I would not buy bread from a grocery 
in which there was a saloon.” 

The speaker made a scathing allu¬ 
sion to the attorneys who defended 
Dr. Sarah Murphy in her case in the 
Jefferson Circuit Court for the alleged 
murder of Katie Bryant.

Sees Hope For Louisville. 

‘1 hope to welcome you *om« day to 
Louisville.” said the speaker, ‘«when 
we shall have os Mayor a Christian 
gentleman. If there was a banquet of 
the Wholesale Liquor Dealer* in thU 
efty to-night you would find th* Mayor 
of Louisville there. If the devil had 
to fill the city offices In Louisville he 
would mako mighty few changes. We 
had the lid on one or tfwo Sundays here 
and I felt like t wa* In Paradise, but 
officials who were In office by crime 
found a way to rai*e the lid. Some 
day you will come back to Louisville 
and there will not be one of the 800 sa¬ 
loons left and you will have a daily 
press with a conscience. I hope the 
day will come when we will have a 
great moral daily in Louisville.” 

The speaker denounced the Courier- 
Journal for nn editorial alleged to have 
appeared Monday. In which it wus inti¬ 
mated that the Prohibition party sold 
out In Louisville onoe for $100. He 
alluded to the decision of the Court of 
Appeals In ousting the Democratic city 
officials, and said that it mea.nt tho 
da/wn of a better day.

Salvation By Prohibition. 

In his response Col. T. B. Demaree 
sa\d that what Dr. Hunt said sounded 
all right, but he wanted to say that 
the liquor traffic would never down so 
long os either the Democratic or Re¬ 
publican party was In power. SaJd he: 

"You can put the lid on and *ome 
little four-inch Judge will find some 
way to lift It. Some are feeling good 
over the decision of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals turning the Democrats out of of¬ 
fice in Louisville, but the only reason 
the Republicans didn’t steal the offices 
Is because they d idn’t get a chan ce.”
